4.5 percent annually. However, during three periods its speed of 
grout a#as fairly rapid, such as during the period of tne "First 
S-year Plan,” when agriculture's gross output value increased Dy 
an annua 2 percent; during the rcriod 1963-1965 when it ine 
sreased by 11.1 percent; and during the period 1978-1981 when it 








increased by an annual 5.6 percent. Consequently, we believe 
that it will be possible to achieve a quadrupling of agricul- 
ture's gross output value within the next 20 years. However, this 
will be no easy job, and the key to success lies in solving 
problems in establishing a concept of large scale agriculture. 


Need to Look Up From the 1.5 Billion Mu of Cultivated Land to 
Take a Broad View of Rational Development and Use of All the 


Country's Land 


In an overall] sense, Cnina's agriculture has two fundamental 
characteristics. One 1s that the average amount of cultivated 
land per person is fairly small, and conflicts in how it is used 
are becoming ever more prominent, yet mountain regions, grass- 
lands, water surfaces, and beaches are widespread, and natural 
resources abundant. Second is that capacity to withstand natural 
disasters is weak and technical facilities are antiquated, but 
adDundant labor resources exist. In the development of agricul- 
ture, in addition to reliance on correct policies and arousal of 
tne entnusiasm of the broad masses of peasants, it is also neces- 
Sary to rely on tne hundreds of millions of peasants to master 
science and technology, to develop and use rationally all the 
country's agricultural resources, and to vigorously develop a 


commodity economy. 


China nas a land area of 9.6 million square kilometers of which 
about 10.6 billion mu can be used for agricultural production. 
Currently 1.5 billion mu is under cultivation, and there is 500 
million mu of wasteland suitable for agricultural use. Forest- 
lands account for 1.8 billion mu and 1.17 billion mu of barren 
mountains and wastelands are suitable for forests. Grasslands 
account for 4.3 billion mu, and there is an additional almost 1 
billion mu of grassy mountains and grassy slopes in farming 
areas. The coastline is 18,400 kilometers long, and there is 2.3 
billion mu of continental shelf on which the water is less than 
200 meters deep. Of the 20 million mu of ocean beaches, 7.4 
million mu are suitable for the raising of marine aquatic pro- 
ducts. More than 1 million mu of this is already in use, but this 
is only one-seventn of the total. There are 250 million mu of 
fresnwater water sources, 75 million mu of which can be used for 
raising aquatic products. The actual amount currently being used 


is 43 million mu or only 57 percent. 


Consequently, a cnange in vision from the 1.5 billion mu of 
cultivated land to rational development and use of the 10.6 
billion mu, i.e., to make full use of the country's plentiful 
agricultural resources while resolutely protecting all agricultu- 
ral resources and maintaining the ecological balance would be a 
Strategic transformation.

During the past 3 years remarkable resu.ts have ben achieved in 
tne restructuring of farm crop patterns and the internal struc- 
ture of agriculture.

Forestry, animal husbandry, sideline occupations, and the fishing 
industry account for only 36.5 percent, too small a ratio.

‘Text] In order to further develop the socialist construction of the rural 
areas around Beijing, the municipal committee, based on the agricultural 
policy made by the Central Committee and the four instructions issued by 
the central secretariat concerning the capital's construction, has decided 
to speed up the reforms in agricultural economy, the administrative system 
and technology. It has also decided to achieve a breakthrough in four 
aspects. The news was announced by Wang Xian, a member of the standing 
municipal committee, on behalf of the committee at the committee conference 
on rural construction, which is still under way. 


Based on the Central Committee's overall reform policy that "it should pro- 
ceed from practice and be carried out comprehensively, systematically, 
resolutely and in an orderly way," the municipal committee has decided that, 
in respect to the reform of the agricultural and economic structure of the 
areas around Beijing, the agricultural and economic development of the 


rural! 
rural areas should come into line with the capital's construction. It 
should proceed from the needs, resources and conditions of the capital, which 


has an area of 167,800 sq km. The favorable conditions should be given full 
play and a comprehensive development of agriculture, forestry, husbandry, 
sideline production and fishery should be initiated. A diversified economy 
onsisting of agriculture, industry and commerce should be pursued. First, 
we should insist on the combination of agriculture, forestry and husbandry, 
paving attention to our planting and breeding business, to achieve a step- 


by-step, high level of staple production and nonstaple food production of 
high quality and great variety. At the same time, we should plant trees 
everywhere, improve construction in the mountainous area and better our 


environment. Second, we should improve the making and processing of our 
izricultural by-products, in particular develop our food industry, bringing 

a change to our rural areas which only produce and sell raw materials. 

Third, based upon the natural and human resources in the rural areas, the 
urban construction, the formation of a complete set of major industries, 

and the needs of export and foreign trade, we should fully develop our mining 
and construction industries and the labor-intensive handicraft industry. 








should also appropriately develop our processing industry. Fourth, we 
should actively develop the commerce and service trades for the urban and 
rural areas and tourism. In respect to the reforms in the agricultural 
system and technology, we should also establish an agricultural and economic 
system of management which conforms to the characteristics of the rural areas 


to further transform our rural areas into technologically-advanced agricul- 


tural areas. 


The municipal committee has decided to achieve a breakthrough in four aspects, 
namely to break through the old agricultural and economic system, to perfect 
the joint production and contract responsibility system and to develop 
various forms of a cooperative economy so that various forms of the state- 
run, collective and individual economy can develop harmoniously and speciali- 
zation, socialization and economic cooperation can be promoted. The rural 
commerce should break through the overly-stringent circulation system so 

that the circulation of goods can be revitalized. We should also break 
through the system of integrating government administration with commune 
management, separating the former from the latter. We should break through 
the systems of scientific research, promotion, educatior and personnel. We 
should establish a perfect system of promoting technological research on 


agriculture and an education system of training rural personnel.

[Text] Beijing, 8 Mar (XINHUA)--Speaking at a forum on educational reform at 
16 agricultural colleges and universities on 7 March, He Kang, vice minister 
of agriculture, animal husbandry and fishery, said: To cope with the new 
situation in the rapid development of the rural economy in our country, it is 
Necessary to reform current agricultural education in 10 fields. 


He said: The current situation in agricultural front is excellent as seen 
from the fact that the 800 million peasants are eager to acquire scientific 
knowledge, and agro-scientific and technical personnel are urgently needed 

in the vast rural areas. However, our agricultural education cannot cope 

with the needs of the situation. Some policies, regulations and systems still 
stand in the way of trained personnel working in the countryside. Many, who 
wish to enroll in agricultural schools, are deprived of the opportunity, while 
2 large number of graduates from agricu!tural colleges and universities cannot 
work in the rural areas, or even if they did, they would not stay. All these 
Phenomena require us to foster a sense of urgency and responsibility for 
reform in agricultural education. We must strive for progress and carry out 
reform in order to create a new situation in agricultural education. 

He Kang put forward the following specific measures for reforming current 


gricultural education: 


t is necessary to reform the enrollment system and the system of assign- 
ing jobs for graduates. Aside from training some senior agricultural scien- 
tists and technicians in accordance with the needs of the state, most agri- 
cultural colleges ind universities in the country must enroll students from 
among rural youths and assign graduates to work in the countryside, in order 
to open the wav for trained personnel to go down to the rural areas. 

2. It is necessary to readfust the structure of current agricultural educa- 
tion. Aside from enrolling students for doctor's, master's and bachelor's 
degrees, it is necessary to gradually expand the enrollment of 2-year colleges 


and secondary specialized schools. 








3. On the basis of predicting the needs of trained personnel, it is necessary 
to reform and readjust specialized courses and set up a number of key 
specialities. 


4. It is necessary to set up schools in various forms. 


5. It is necessary to reform teaching materials and methods in order to 
continually raise the quality of education. 


6. It is necessary to combine teaching, research and dissemination. All 
schools must set up the organization and the base for disseminating the fruits 


of scientific research. 


7. It is necessary to reform school management, establish a job responsibil- 
ity system and change the current situation of "everyone eatin;; from the same 


big pot.” 


8. It is necessary to strengthen the training of cadres, which agricultural 
colleges and universities have undertaken, and make training systematic and 
conduct it on a regular basis. 


49. It is necessary to vigorously popularize agro-technical education among 
the peasants and do a good job in training teachers and compiling teaching 


materials. 


10. It is necessary to grant schools greater decision-making power. 


In conclusion, He Kang said: Our purpose is, through carrying out reforms, 

to xradually set up an agricultural education system, which can meet the needs 
»9f our country with an appropriate scale, reasonable structure, clear-cut 
idministrative level and versatile teaching programs, so that higher, second- 
iry and primary technical education of peasants can be coordinated with the 
training of cadres in continually training agriculturalists in various fields 
and in numbers, as well as new-type peasants with a certain level of culture 
and science and technology.

ind fairs, energy number of things waiting for us to research into. 











Among the existing more than 300 million rural laborers, about 25 percent of 
them are illiterate or semi-literate, 50 percent are only educated to primary 
school level and only 25 percent have received junior or senior middle school 
education. The scientific and technical level in our rural areas as a whole 
is very low and many young peasants even lack the practical experience for 
arranging their own daily farming. If we fail to bring a change to this as 
soon as possible, the development of agriculture will meet very great difficul- 
ties. Since the implementation of the production responsibility system, all 
the areas have already gained, through trial and error, some experiences in 
the respect of sending science and technology to thousands of households. 
However, as the amount of work and the field involved is very great, it is 
necessary to continue to carry out this work for a long time. Our peasants 
demand not only the popularization but also the upgrading of their scientific 
and technical knowledge. This is a new task facing our scientific and techni- 
cal workers (not merely agricultural scientific and technical workers). 


The 12th Party Congress has put forward the magnificent goal of striving, 
under the prerequisite of raising our economic results, to quadruple our total 
industrial and agricultural output value by the year 2000. We cannot merely 
rely on developing grain production for a tremendous increase in our agricul- 
tural output value. More than 80 percent of the increase in our agricultural 
output value should depend on developing undertakings other than grain pro- 
duction such as diversified undertakings and the processing of agricultural 
and sideline products.

So, 
it must never be neglected and must be grasped tightly. Having 800 jin of 
grain per capita by the end of this century is an objective which we must 
strive to achieve and is also an important strategic plan drawn up by the 
central authorities. We must note that this will never be easy. The most 
difficult link in developing our agricultural production still lies in grain 
production. From the viewpoint of the needs of the 1 billion people and 
industrial and agricultural development, 800 jin of grain per capita is a low 
target; but from the viewpoint of the present production conditions, that is 
a fairly high target which calls for great efforts. 


There is limited arable land in our country. The population increase every 
year consumes almost all the grain increase. In the areas of breeding fine 
varieties, chemical fertilizer, pesticide, farm machinery and irrigation works, 
the demands have not yet been satisfied at present. In short, increasing 

grain output is still a task faced with many difficulties. In order to 
guarantee the steady growth in grain production, we must have feasible and 
effective plans and measures. 


In order to develop grain production, apart from stabilizing the acreage under 
grain to a certain level and doing a good job in running commodity grain 
bases, we must attach importance to the development of households specializing 
in producing grain. Most of these households have many good hands at farming. 
Their outputs are higher than the average and they provide a large part of 
commodity grain. Their work has a conspicuous characteristic of specializa- 
tion. If these specialized grain households can develop to an appropriate 
degree, they will supply the state with considerable quantities of commodity 
grain. This will also promote the change from extensive farming to intensive 
farming and the change from an autarchic economy to a commodity economy.

Text] The Guizhou Provincial CPC Committee decided to energetically develop 
the raising of grass-feeding livestock, particularly cattle, by making use of 
the province's favorable conditions of having widespread grasslands and 
grass-growing hills. This plan for speeding up agricultural development is 
worth takinzgnote of by other places having similar conditions. 


In recent years, peasants’ enthusiasm for raising livestock and poultry has 
been very high. The number of pigs, sheep, cattle, chickens, ducks and rab- 
bits have all increased. In particular, with a large number of peasant house- 
holds specializing in raising livestock and poultry springing up, the commodity 
rate of domestic animals and animal products has risen markedly. However, as 
compared with other animals and poultry, the raising of cattle (including 
draft cattle, milk cows and beef cattle) is still developing too slowly. By 
the end of 1982, there were only 74 million cattle throughout the country. 

The number is just 5.3 percent higher than that of 1978, and the increase in 

4 vears time was merely 3.75 million cattle. This is lower than the growth 
rate in the 1949-59 period, when the average annual growth rate was 6.1 per- 
cent. This situation does not benefit the development of agricultural produc- 
tion and the prosperity of the rural economy, nor does it help improve the 
livelihood of urban and rural inhabitants. Therefore, it must be changed as 


soon as possible. 


Our country’s northeast, north and northwest regions and the Sichuan and 
Xizang areas have vast areas of prairies and grasslands. In the south there 
are 600 million m of grass-growing hills and grasslands where there are 
ibundant forage resources and favorable water and temperature conditions. 
Besides, large quantities of crop stalks can also be utilized as forage. All 
localities which have conditions for raising cattle should devote efforts to 
inimal husbandry, working as energetically in this as they do grain production. 
They should treat cattle raising the same way as they handle pig raising so as 
to speed up the development of cattle raising. 


Since the responsibility system of linking payment to output was generally 
adopted in the countryside, more and more peasants have decided to buy draft 
cattle, and the demand tor draft cattle has become greater and greater. 














According to a survey in Jiangxi Province, 518,000 peasant households wanted 
to buy draft cattle last winter, accounting for about 10 percent of the total 
number of households. At the same time, the demand for draft cattle amounted 
to 288,000 cattle, which was 150 percent higher than the amount supplied by 
the province. This shows that quickening the breeding of draft cattle and 
particularly, developing fine breeds of dual-purpose cattle which are suited 
tor both draft work and providing milk or beef has been a task of great 


urgency. 


Over many years we have put pig raising in a primary position in livestock 
raising. However, we do not have enough farmland and grain, so the previous 
livestock structure should be gradually changed. While stabilizing pig raising 
to a certain level, we should shift our main effort to raising cattle and sheep 
which mainly eat grass. In a sense, quickening the development of cattle 
raising will also promote grain production. Beef, milk and other cattle 
products are also "high-quality food" which contain rich nutriments. With 

beef and milk being substituted for a part of the grain, the problem of feed- 
ing our people will be better solved. At the same time, raising cattle can 
also provide more organic fertilizer and thus increase grain output. 


Developing cattle raising is also an important way to make the countryside 
rich. If a peasant household raises a cow, it can earn 200-300 yuan a year; 

if it is a milk cow, the animal will bring in more than 1,000 yuan income. 
Raising cattle by households requires low investment and cost and can gain 
quick returns. In this way, peasants can become rich more quickly. In future, 
on the basis of encouraging all peasant households to raise cattle, we should 
levelop more key households specializing in raising cattle. The state may 

give them necessary financial and material support and offer guidance in the 
fields of breeding fine breeds, preventing animal diseases and other technology.

SUCCESS WITH SUMMER SOWING OF WHEAT IN MOUNTAIN REGIONS

[Text] Summer sowing of wheat has succeeded in test plantings in 
China's mountain and hill regions. This is of genuine importance 
in improving tne livelihod of mountain region peasants and in 


increasing output. 


In 1982, 4.097 mu of wheat was sown in the Summer throughout the 
country for an output of slightly more than 530,000 jin, or an 
average of 180 jin per mu. This was 2,054 mu more than the area 
sown in 1980, and an increase in output by more than 360,000 jin 
for agO jin per mu yield increase. Shaanxi, Hebei, Beijing, 
Liaoning, and Gansu experimented with the summer sowing of wheat. 


Summer sown wheat is able to take full advantage of sunlight, 
warmth, and rainfall in mountain regions during July, August, and 
September. It also avoids damage from spring and winter freezes, 
Spring drought, and the hot dry winds of summer. Planted on dry- 
lands, it grows during the rainy season, and is harvested in the 
fall, uSing advantages, avoiding disadvantages and conforming to 


nature. 


Flour from summer sown wheat is somewhat darker than flour from 
winter grown wheat, but it is wholesome and tasty. Its gluten has 
great elasticity. In a change from the harvesting of one wheat 

crop per year to the harvesting of two, high and cold mountain 
regions are able to grow summer wheat aS well. Outputs from 
Summer SOwn wheat are nhigner than from winter wheat, and the 
growing season is shorter. Summer sown wheat can be grown as a 


crop to neip get througn a disaster year. 
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LARGE-SCALE RAT ERADICATION DRIVE URGED

(Text] Beijing, 24 Feb (XINHUA)--Chinese plant protection departments are 
calling for a nationwide rat eradication campaign to protect the farmland, 
forestry and pastoral areas, 


Rats have become a plague in many areas of the country and this is the peak 
year for an explosion of the rat population, according to the Chinese Insti- 
tute of Zoology. Incomplete figures from Hebei, Shandong, Inner Mongolia, 
Hubei, Hunan and 13 other provinces and autonomous regions indicate that in 
198) over 6.6 million hectares of crop land were infested with the vermin, 
and that the figure rose to 20 million hectares in 1982. Grasslands infested 
with rats have reached over 33 million hectares and infested forestry areas 
totalled 200,000 hectares. 


The Shaanxi Observation Center reported a rat density of 5 percent of the traps 
in 1960's, 8 percent in 1970's and 20 percent in the last two years. In ex- 
treme cases, over i00 rats are found in one mou (one--fifteenth of a hectare). 


In 1981, seven counties and cities in Shandong Province reported harvesting 
nothing from 5,300 hectares of fields infested with rats. In the past two 
years, 20,000 hectares of cropfields in Shanxi Province had to be replanted 
each year because of infestations of rats. 


Rats also denuded trees of their bark, causing serious damage. In some forest 
areas in northeast China, the death rate of trees has reached as much as 20 
percent, and about 50 percent in the most seriously infested areas. 


In the grasslands, serious infestations were also reported. Estimates pre- 
dicted that 140 million tons of hay would be lost each year from rat infesta- 
tion, worth 80 million yuan. Incidences of piglets and hseep killed by rats 
were also reported. 


The major cause of rat infestation is attributed to an abnormal climate--ex- 
cessive rain in the south and prolonged drought in the north, the mass killing 
of rat's natural enemies such as cats, snakes and weasels, and the lack of at- 
tention to rat-killing on the part of local leadership.

; tion of economic responsibility systems in water conservancy 
management work on the basis of practical experiences in 
2. places as follows: 


in most commune and brigade collectively managed water conservan- 
-y projects and facilities, specialized contracting nas been 
adopted. Water conservancy management personnel nave fixed 
duties, fixed limits on rights, and fixed compensation. Thus 


nave duties, rignts, and benefits, and they have rewards and 
ies.Tnis nas channeled their enthusiasm into maintaining 
t safety, and into making the most of project benefits and 
ntecrated use of water resources. In addition, fixed times, 
fixed amounts of water, fixed fees, and fixed responsibility for 
maintenance have been assigned units and peasant households that 
use water for effective management and use of water conservancy 
projects and facilities. 

4t state managed water conservancy projects, attention is given 
mostly to tne following two links: 


“ne is g00d nandling of relations between the state and 
management units. First is the need to define management units’ 
economic responsibilities to the state, namely that management 
units nave to fulfill completely state plans for technical and 

‘conomic Standards including safety, benefits, inspections, main- 
tenance and repairs, output value for total operations, income 
rom nydroelectric fees, net income, and the readiness rate of 


projects and equipment. These are technical and economic respon- 
Sibillaties assumed by management units, and they are the basis 
for evaluating levels of administration and management. Manage- 
ment units must correctly carry out state prescribed methods for 


>onvtracting sole financial responsibility. They must use 
improvements in administration and management and tapping of 
potential in projects, facilities, and water resources for steady 
inerease in the income of units, staff, and workers so as to 











provide conditions wnereby projects and facilities may be 
tecnnically improved, and tne livelinoods of staff and worxers 


improved. 


Second 1S estabdlisnmment within management units of economic re- 
Sponsibdility systems, good nandling of relations between 
management units and administrative oirices, teams and groups, 
and between people, and solution to the problem of it making no 
aifference whnetner staff and workers perform well or not. On tne 
basis of state plan requirements and economic responsibilities to 
pe assumed on bdenalf of the state, responsibilities snould be 
acceptecs in entirety, broken down, and assigned level by level to 
aGministrative or tecnnical offices, teams and groups, and on to 
individuals. All management personnel must understand clearly 
tne responsibilities they are to assign in fulfi.a'’ment of state 
pian. All DaSic wWorKx and specialized management wo:K must be 
genuinely strengtnened, and it iS particularly necessary to 
strengtnen munagement by norms and to adhere both to the keeping 
of firstnand records anc a system of verification. On this basis, 
it iS necessary to overcome egalitarianism in the distribution of 
bonuses so tnat donuses will truly serve the purpose of encoura- 
ging tne advanced and putting the spur to laggards. It 1s neces- 
Sary to persevere into thorougngoing and meticulous ideological 
anc political work and to practice democratic management. Lea- 
jersnip teams snould be reorganized well. 


in view of actual present circumstances in water conservancy 
management work and experiences everywhere, in the strengthening 
f administration and management, it is necessary to study the 
yllowing four tasks in order to find solution with all possible 


First, it is necessary to complete work in "three checks and 
ee sets" in accoriance with p)}.nt arrangements. Tne "three 
one e sets" are tne foundation for good management 
wor Dy water conservancy management units, and they are also 
basic tecnniques. During the period just ahead in particular, 
ltural output is called for, it will be 


when increased agricu 
necessary to rely mostly on tapping potential of existing water 
conservancy projects to assure supplies of water. Therefore, it 
is necessary to use tn "tnree cnecks and tnree sets," and on tne 
basis of tne actua. circumstances of projects that have deen 
>necked and nm tne basis of existing capacity to prevent 
floods, anda tne basis of project quality and the extent to 
which projects are equipped to appraise and decide on 
reso ibilities that project management units should be respon- 
Sidle tor at tne present time in terms of safety, benefits, and 
overall operations, and to study possibilities for tapping 


project potentiai. 











Second is tne need for renewed appraisal of tne system of 
collecting fees in cities and the countryside for water used 

in agriculture and industry. For a long time water conservancy 
rates nave been overly low for water supplied for irrigation, 
aquatic products, and the needs of cities and industry for 
water. In the past, fees have been sufficient only to maintain 
Simple reproduction. They did not take into account costs of 
water conservancy projects and equipment, but were figured at a 
low standard price. This situation has caused numerous abuses, 
most important of which has been large waste of water resources. 
Consequently, needed readjustment of fee standards, conservation 
of water use, and increased effectiveness to help care for facil- 
ities is of major significance. All jurisdictions should comply 
with requirements set forth in CPC Central Committee document No 
1 (1982), namely "need for reappraisal of the fee system for 
water used by cities and rural areas in industry and agricul- 
ture." This work snould be done as soon as possible. 


Tnird 1s the need to promote the work of "Setting rights and 
issuing certificates." Simultaneous with "setting rights and 
lssuing certificates" in forestry, Hunan Province instituted 
"Setting rights and issuing certificates," in water conservancy 
management. After doing painstaking work, they delineated the 
scope of administration and management and the scope of safe- 
guards by water conservancy project management units, county 
governments providing for the issuance of certificates, and coun- 
ty notarial offices of the Judicial Bureau notarizing and certi- 
fying them. These certificates set forth clearly the nature of 
tne system of ownership and the authority of individual water 
conservancy management units, and provide them legal protection. 
In addition, they solve problems about the authorized table of 
organization and authority personnel strength as well as of 
welfare benefits and pay. This has had important significance 
for improving and strengthening project management. All juris- 
dictions might study and promote these advanced experiences. 


Fourth is vigorous development of integrated operations. On the 
basis of data from the November 1982 national water conservancy 
project conference on integrated operations held in Zhenjiang, 
Jiangsu Province, all provinces, municipalities, and autonomous 
regions nave made new advances in integrated water conservancy 
project operations. During the past 3 years, water conservancy 
departments and water conservancy management units in Jiangsu 
Province have made very great achievements. In some provinces, 
earnings from water fees, electric power fees, and integrated 
operations already amounts to several tens of millions of yuan. 
All jurisdictions should make efforts in this direction, make 
full use of water and soil resources, manpower resources, and 
facilities for active development of fishing industries and affo- 





restation, and tne development of planting and breeding indus- 
tries. wWnere conditions permit, processing should be done to 
create more wealtn for the country, to increase earnings, to 
advance water conservancy management, to Keep a permanent corps 
of staff and workers, and to improve staff and worker standards 
of living. 


In order to initiate a new situation in water conservancy manage- 
ment, tne following several tasks must be performed simultaneous 
witn tne improvement and gradual spread of water conservancy 
management unit economic responsibility systems. 


First is energetic buttressing of flood prevention work. During 
tne past 2 years, under leadership of CPC committees everywhere, 
continued victory has been achieved over large flood waters in the 
upper reaches of the Yangtze River, the upper and middle reacnes 
of tne Hual River, and the middle and lower reaches of the Yellow 
River. However, many weak links have also been disclosed in flood 
prevention work, one of the most important being the overly low 
standards for flood prevention in rivers. This plus the serious 
blockage of many river channels, ill-advised urban and industrial 
plant oduilding on river flats and in ravines that carry flood 
waters nas frequently brought about man-made destruction. Another 
element nas been ill-advised filling in of lakes to create farm- 
land, which has reduced the function of lakes in impounding flood 
waters. Flood prevent work on the country's seven major rivers is 
particularly relevant to the welfare of the country as a whole. 
Snould serious breaching of dikes occur in the middle reacnes of 
tne Yangtze, tne middle and lower reaches of the Huai, in the 
middle or lower reaches of the Yellow River, or in the Hai River, 
cnaos would result in economic planning for the country as a 
wnole. Consequently, all jurisdictions must multiple vigilance a 
nundredfold in doing flood prevention work .o guarantee smooth 
performance in the initiation of a completely new situation in 
tne bullding of socialist modernization. 


Second 18 diligent attention to water use by north China cities. 
Tne problem of water use by north China's cities iS becoming an 
increaSingly serious one. In order to solve this problem, it is 
necessary to take firm grip on the current task of diverting the 
Yellow River and the Yueh River to Tianjin, and to assure ful- 
fillment or overfulfillment of plans to transport water to Tian- 
jin municipality and its industries. In addition, a good job 
must be in building the project to divert the Luan to relieve 
water problems in Tianjin as well as on management of facilities, 
including a management system, establisnment of a management 
Organization, formulation of water fee standards, examination and 
approval of plans for release and use of water, making sure tnan 
tecnnical problems are nandled well, etc. Planned, step-by-step 





arrangements must be made for all these matters to assure a flow 
of water to Tianjin during the high water stage in 1983. In 
addition, management of urban and industrial water use must be 
taken firmly in hand in Beijing, Dalian, Qingdao, and Taiyuan. As 
industry and agriculture develops and tne people's living stan- 
dards rise, the problem of inadequate water resources in north 
China becomes increasingly serious. It is recommended that the 
State make early strategic plans for the northward diversion of 
waters from the Yangtze. 


Third 1s vigorous protection of water resources. Many of China's 
rivers are seriously poiluted, and in many stretches of rivers 
water quality nas declined. As a result of excessive tapping of 
ground water, in many cities and regions, ground water has 
become polluted. When water resources are pollutes, and 
particularly when ground water is polluted, extreme damage is 
done. Not only does this bear directly on the health of the 
masses, but Since it cannot be corrected within a short periodo 
of time, it may harm posterity as well. For this reason, protec- 
tion of water resources must be placed on daily agendas right now 
ang actions take for solid performance in this regard. 


Tne foregoing three tasks are major ones bearing on the national 
economy as a whole, and are of major significance in complete 
initiation of a new situation in the building of socialist 
modernization. They are also key tasks for maximum economic 
every available mans should be used to do them solidly, and to 
make the required contribution in implementing the great call of 
tne 12th Party Congress. 
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SEA TEMPERATURE CHARTS TO BE TRANSMITTED 
0W241238 Beijing XINHUA in English 1115 GMT 24 Feb 83 


[Text] Beijing, 24 Feb (XINHUA)--The State Marine Environment Forecasting 
Center will start 28 February this year transmitting by radio-facsimile 
monthly forecasting charts of mean sea surface temperatures (SST) for the 
following month, according to an official from the State Bureau of Ocean- 


ography. 


The official said this will be the first time China has provided operators 

at sea with SST-forecasting service by a quick and direct method. The center, 
which was formerly the Marine Forecasting Center under the State Bureau of 
Oceanography, previously sent data to its customers by post. 


SST directly affects the distribution of living marine resources. Factors 
that influence SST variation such as solar radiation, atmospheric and oceanic 
circulation and continental runoff in the offshore area are fairly compli- 
cated. Timely forecasting by marine scientists can facilitate exploitation 

of marine life, particularly the development of ocean fishery. It can pro- 
vide the basis for the analysis of fishing conditions, position of the central 
fishing ground and fishing season. 


The State Marine Environment Forecasting Center will transmit two SST charts 
each month. The first one is the prognosis of the monthly mean SST in the 
northwestern Pacific Ocean, which covers the East China Sea and adjacent 
waters, the northeastern part of the South China Sea and the area east to the 
Ryukyu Islands. These areas lie between 19 and 33 degrees north latitude and 
between 115 and 140 degrees east longitude. The second chart shows the dif- 
ference between forecast SST mean and the average figure in past years. 


The official said the charts are made up on the basis of reports by inter- 
national and domestic shipping in the waters and historical data. The two 
charts will be transmitted at 9:00-9:45 GMT on the 28th day of each month 
and retransmitted at the same time the next day. Three frequencies, 8,460, 
12,820 and 22,338 kilohertzi will be used. The call does is 3SD. 


According to the official, in 1984 the Chinese Forecasting Center will add two 
facsimile charts of ten-day SST forecasts in the northwestern Pacific and the 
area covered by the charts will be gradually expanded.

[Text] Recently, the ministry of public security issued a "Circular on 
Protecting Households Who Have Acquired Wealth Through Labor and Hitting at 


Crimes of Blackmailing and Robbery." 


The "Circular" demands hitting resolutely at criminals who threaten, blackmail 
and rob. All cases of robbing and blackmailing households who have acquired 
wealth through labor should be regarded as major criminal cases and efforts 
must be made to have them promptly investigated and cracked. Cases of 
attempted robbery and blackmailing must also be thoroughly investigated and 
handled according to law. In investigating and cracking a case, proper pro- 
tection must be given to the injured party. After a case is cracked, we must 
actively coordinate with the procuratorate and the court and severely and 
promptly punish criminals whose crimes are serious. 


The "Circular" also demands that public security bureaus and rural police 
substations in various countries and prefectures should familiarize them- 
selves with the conditions of households who have acquired wealth through 
labor and take precautionary security measures accordingly. We should encour- 
age them to deposit their cash in banks and credit cooperatives instead cf 
leaving them at home if the amount is great. We should educate them to 
heighten their vigilance and to report in good time to production brigades, 
communes and public security organs once they are threatened or blackmailed 

so that protective and investigative measures can be taken to crack the c ise.

[Text] [Abstract] //The article "On ‘Standard Output'" has discussed with 
emphasis the simple way of reckoning payment according to output in the system 
of contracted responsibilities for land; this article further explains the 

more consummate way of reckoning payment according to output which is neces- 
sarily produced by the system of contracting different jobs. The economy 

based on contract systems is developing toward specialization. This has 
resulted in an obvious imbalance between the contracted responsibilities for 
land and capital utilization. Under such conditions, standard output is still 
a basic category of the economy based on contract systems. However, it is 
necessary to put forward and utilize concepts such as "standard out," "standard 
production cost" and "standard manpower expenditure" and so on on this basis in 
order to further perfect the form of distribution with payment reckoned accord- 
ing to output by eliminating the factor of income not achieved through labor 

as far as possible. Through the explanation of these concepts and the rela- 
tionship between them, the substance of the system of contract distribution 
will become more clear.// [end abstract] 


Since I published the article "On ‘Standard Output'” in August 1982, I have 
received letters from some readers. Later, in my contact with some comrades 
who are engaged in rural work, I have listened to their opinions. It was 
generally held that standard output epitomized and explained the substance 
of the practice of reckoning payment according to output and that the masses 
found it easy to understand. Some comrades put forward some valuable ideas 
for further discuss‘on. Recently, there have been new developments in the 
System of contracted .esponsibilities with payment linked to output and the 
masses have made new creations. Having considered some comrades’ ideas and 
conducted studies on the new situation and new creations in practice, I think 
it is necessary to further supplement and develop the arguments explained in 
"On ‘Standard Output.'" 





New Developments in the System of Contracted Responsibilities With Payment 
Linked to Output 


The system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output is 

just unfolding. Recently, it has been developed in economically well-developed 
areas or regions with small populations, large areas, and a high level of 
mechanization. Heihe Prefecture, Yichun Prefecture, the Daxingan mountain 
range area, the northern part of the Songhua Jiang River-Nen Jiang River plain 
and the eastern part of the three-rivers plain in Heilongjiang and the part of 
‘iangsu along the bank of the Taihu Lake can be taken as typical examples of 
these two kinds of areas. People have held that the system of contracted 
responsibilities with payment linked to output are not suitable for such areas. 
Developments in practice have made it necessary for people to change such a 
view. At present, the system of contracted responsibilities with payment 
linked to output is practiced in the areas. In addition, the all-round con- 
tract system has been practiced in these areas with notable success. Of 
course, it is inevitable that the concrete ways of practicing the system of 
contracted responsibilities have traits shaped by the local conditions in 
these areas. 


Recently, the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to 
output has spread from the planting of crops to other professions in the rural 


areas. 


Generally speaking, the economy based on contract systems is developing 
specialization and socialization. It is not developing slowly but is 
flourishing. 


in addition to the development of diversification, there is the suggestion of 
a new development in the application of the system of contracting specialized 
‘obs in planting in some areas. Shanxi has made some outstanding achievements. 
In eastern Shanxi, some households specializing in commodity grain production 
have emerged. According to estimates, the figure can reach more than 20,000 
households within a short period of time. Having made some progress in 
diversification, a production brigade of the Guocun Commune in Qinxian County 
redistributed the land for contracted responsibilities: the production brigade 
has 147 mu of land. Of the 23 households in the production brigade, 18 

assume responsibilities for the land for growing grain rations, while the 
‘ther 5, who specialize in growing commodity grain, assume contracted 
responsibilities for the remaining land. The amount of land for which 1 
household assumes contracted responsibility can be as large as 30 m. In 
Jinyuan County, there are households specializing in growing commod‘ty griin 
who assume contracted responsibilities for more than 100 mu of land. In some 
ther places, there are also households specializing in growing commodity 
‘rain as well. 


That the specialized producers gradually abandon both planting and assuming 
‘ontracted responsibilities for land is an inevitable progressive trend in 
the rural areas. In addition, it is also an irreversible process in the 
‘evelopment of the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked 

») output. At present, although in some places there are specialized producers 





who break contracts or transfer the contracted responsibilities for land to 
somebody else, however, generally speaking, they are ultimately the minority. 
A great number of specialized producers other than those engaged in planting 
voluntarily ask to withdraw from assuming contracted responsibilities for 
land, including the land for growing grain rations. Generally speaking, the 
following conditions are necessary: That their specialized production and 
business have got onto the right track and that income is both stable and 
reliable; that the circul.ator channels function normally, that the means of 
production is provided, that the products are marketable, that the producers 
do not have to worry about the marketability of their products and that the 
buyers do not have to worry about a shortage of goods; that there is a 
definite and reasonable guarantee for the supply of grain rations. It 
requires a certain amount of time for these conditions to gradually become 
ripe. In order to avoid spoiling things by excessive enthusiasm or imposing 
uniformity on all enterprises and other maladies which happened in the past, 
we would rather make the entire process a little longer. However, this does 
not mean that for the time being it is not necessary to consider it; on the 
contrary, in order to broaden our horizons and promote consciousness and 
initiative in practice, we should actively probe into and grasp the law of 
its development. 


Since the economy based on the contract system is still at a stage which is 
dominated by the system of contracted responsibilities for cultivating land, 
the majority of specialized households and key households who are engaged in 
other jobs have not given up assuming contracted responsibilities for culti- 
vating land. Basically, the situation in which "every household assumes con- 
tracted responsibilities for land and every household cultivates land” still 
exist. Thus, the studies conducted by the author on contracted responsibility 
economy is “On ‘Standard Output'"” and other related articles are limited to 
the contracted responsibilities for planting. Besides, they have only analysed 
their general forms of existence in reality. Through the analyses, the follow- 
inz rouzh conclusions have been drawn: In particular in the densely populated 
areas where there is little land, where the economy is backward and where 
little of the yield from land is left over after meeting the demand for 

grain rations, it is all the more necessary to distribute the land for con- 
tracted responsibilities according to the number of people; with the growth 

of economy, in particular when the per-unit area yield has been improved, 
commodity grain increases and diversification develops, it is necessary to 
assign contracted responsibilities according to the proportion of the number 

of people to manpower or even solely according to manpower. Only when 
specialized production is developed can the people engaged in planting 
monopolize contracted responsibilities for cultivating land. The amount of 
land distributed according to the number of people, the proportion of the 
number of people to manpower or manpower alone should be more or less equal. 

If we take non-specialized production, which basically means monoculture, as 

1 general presupposition, the conclusions drawn are roughly in keeping with 
reality. With such a presupposition, land is a basic condition for peasants 

to acquire the means of subsistence. In addition, China has a large popula- 
tion but little land; it is difficult for the peasants to accept the inequality 
in the system of contracted responsibilities for land. 














However, with the new developments in the system of contracted responsibilities 
with payment linked to output, in particular with its widespread application 

in relatively better developed areas, the system of contracted responsibilities 
for different jobs has become quite common. In addition, the situation 
increasingly requires us to observe not only from the viewpoint of the reality 
of its existence but also from a developmental point of view. Thus, when we 
make further supplementary inquiries into the system of contracted responsi- 
bilities with paymeit linked to output, it is necessary to take specialized 
production, diversification and division of labor and jobs as the general 
presuppositions. Under such modified presuppositions, the departure from 
equality, or even the inequality in the system of contracted responsibilities 
for land will be a regular phenomenon. Since there is a continuous growth 

of diversification and specialized production, land is no longer the indis- 
pensable condition for every peasant to acquire means of subsistence. The 
inequality in the system of contracted responsibilities for land will be mani- 
fested in the following: (1) Gradually, there will be more specialized pro- 
ducers who give up assuming contracted responsibilities for cultivating land; 
(2) The amount of land for which people engaged in planting assume cultiva- 
tion responsibilities will to a lesser extent be governed by the principle of 
equality but determined by the reasonable scopes of the jobs as required by 
factors such as technological conditions and the degree to which production 
is socialized; (3) As there is the need to properly join together scattered 
pieces of land for cultivation, differences in the quality and quantity of 
the land fer which people assume cultivation responsibilities, which means 
the difference in fertility, irrigation conditions and distance, will become 
conspicuous. 


The fact that people can give up the contracted responsibilities for land 
implies that the difference in the amount of land on the whole no longer in- 
volves the material benefit relationship between contractors. However, the 
difference in the quality of the land for which people assume contracted 
responsibilities is another matter. It is still closely related to the mate- 
rial benefit relationship between contractors, since, in producing the same 
product, there is a big difference between the manpower expenditure and the 
economic results achieved on high-quality land and low-quality land. 


if we focus our study of the economy based on contract systems on planting, 
the analysis concerning the utilization of capital is limited to investment 
in land. The analysis clearly points out that, since the conditions for the 
contracted responsibility relationship characterized by a combination of 
initied and separated management and the conditions under which the amount 
f capital invested in land is rationally limited correspond to the equality 
in the system of contracted responsibilities for cultivating land, the amounts 
sapital invested by contractors are more or less equal. However, with the 
‘rowth of diversification and specfalized production, the contract systems 
in the economy based on contract systems are no longer limited to the system 
‘ontracted responsibilities for land. The proportion of various kinds of 
ntracted responsibilities system other than the contract system in planting 
will continue to grow. In this way, capital utilization in the economy based 
| contract systems will become more complicated and diversified. There wiil 
ne quite a marked difference in the utilization of capital and the economic 
results achieved by the people who assume contract contracted responsibilities 
‘or production and jobs other than planting. 








To solve these problems through further perfection and development of the form 


of distribution with payment reckoned according to output is an objective 
requirement of the development of the system of contracted responsibilities 


with payment linked to output. 
The Double Connotations of Standard Output 


The article "On ‘Standard Output'” pointed out that, to reckon payment accord- 
ing to output means to reckon payment according to standard output. Under the 
general presupposition that the material production conditions of the 
contractors responsibilities are more or less equal. Standard output roughly 
represents the amount of labor which must be consumed in order to achieve 

such an output. Thus, as long as there is such a presupposition, the applica- 
tion of the concept of standard output will suffice. We can use it as 4 

scale for measuring the amount of labor expended by each contractor. In this 
way, we can make the amount of labor expended by them roughly equal to the 
income they receive. What is special is that such a way of reckoning payment 
according to output is quite simple in its application, that it can be easily 
understood by the masses of peasants and that it is well received by the 
masse:. However, with the new developments in the above contracted- 
responsibility economic relationship, this simple way of reckoning payment 
according to output will gradually become insufficient. Thus, the connota- 
tions of the concept of standard output should be enriched. Distribution 
according to standard output should also be supplemented and developed. 


Standard output as a scale for distribution is a general concept. It has two 
connotations. 


One refers to the standard output of the land for which people assume 
contracted responsibilities and that means the output which people can 
generally achieve after people have fully and rationally invested labor in 
the land for which they assume contracted responsibilities. The standard 
output is fixed in the contracts. As is mentioned above, it is fixed accord- 
ing to the sum of the average actual output of the piece of land in past 
years and its potential for increasing output, or it cc be fixed in other 
wavs. 


The other refers to the per unit labor standard output which means the output 
created on each working day, or conversely, it means the amount of labor 
which must be expended in order to create the standard output. In order to 
fix the standard output in each working day, it is necessary to apply the 
concept of manpower input or the concept of manpower expenditure with which 
the masses are familiar. As the standard output can be fixed according to 
the experience and data in past years or by analysing the actual possibili- 
ties, standard manpower expenditure can be fixed in similar ways. Having 
tixed the standard manpower expenditure, we can calculate the standard man- 
power expenditure in each working day by dividing standard manpower expendi- 
ture into the standard output of the land for which people assume contracted 
responsibilities. 


If there is a difference in the quality of the land for which people assume 
contracted responsibilities, then, if the standard outputs for which people 





assume contracted responsibilities are equal, the manpower expenditure indexes 
will be different. Conversely, if the manpower expenditure indexes are the 
same, there will be a difference in the standard outputs for which people 
assume contracted responsibilities. Both situations will be reflected in 

the difference in the standard output in each working day. 


Suppose there are three pieces of land which are of high, medium and low 
quality respectively. Three households, A, B and C, assume contracted 
responsibilities for these 3 pieces of land and the same standard output, 
which is 12,000 jin. However, their standard manpower consumption is 400 man- 
days, 500 man-days and 600 man-days respectively. This means, A's standard 
output per working day is 30 jin, B's 24 jin and C's 20 jin only. 


Since there is a marked difference in the standard outputs achieved in each 
working day by different contractors, it is necessary for cooperative 
economy to use a unified per-working-day standard output as a scale for 
measurement. How should we fix this per-working-day standard output? In 
principle, it is necessary for cooperative economy and the whole society to 
cultivate poor land. C achieves the standard output of 12,000 jin with a 
standard manpower expenditure of 600 man-days. This is reasonable and is 
acceptable in the cooperative economy. Thus, we should take C's per-working- 
day standard output as the unified per-working-day standard output in the 
cooperative economy. If the rate of retention in the cooperative economy 

is fixed at 10 percent and suppose the sum total becomes 20 percent if agri- 
cultural tax is added to it, then 4 out of the 20 jin of C's per working day 
standard output should be turned over to the state, thus, of C's total output 
»f 12,000 jin, 2,400 jin should be turned over to the state and the remaining 
9,600 jin are C's standard income for assuming the contracted responsibilities 
for the piece of land. Of the 24 jin of B's per working day standard output, 
+ jin constitute the differential land income, 8 jin should be turned over to 
the state, thus, altogether, he should turn over 4,000 jin to the state and 
the remaining 8,000 jin are his standard income for assuming the contracted 
responsibilities for the piece of land. According to the same way of calcula- 
tion, of the 30 jin of A's per working day standard output, 10 jin are the 
differential land income and 14 jin should be turned over to the state, thus, 
altogether he has to turn over 5,600 jin to the state and his standard income 
for assuming the contracted responsibilities for the piece of land is the 
remaining 6,400 jin. A, B, and C can overfulfill their production targets. 
For example, if A overfulfills his production target by 2,000 jin, after 
turning over to the state, 8,400 jin but not 6,400 jin are left behind. This 
is his actual income for assuming contracted responsibilities. There can be 
poor harvests. For example, if B's land yields 1,000 jin less than the above 
tigure, then his actual income for assuming contracted responsibilities is 
7,000 jin, not 8,000 jin. 


dut of economic necessity, the cooperative economy can exempt them from turning 
ver the state's shares. In this way, C does not have to turn over anything 
ind what A and B turn over to the state are the differential land incomes only. 
This does not affect the economic relationship between contractors. 


The economic relationship between them is still the exchange of equal labor, 
which means distribution according to work. Of course, what is discussed 





ere is anything but the pure form of distribution according to work. However, 
the so-called purity does not exist in reality. 


implified. That means the cooperative economy can fix the differential 
rofit figures for good and mediocre land on the basis of the results of 
alculation. These should be paid by contractors as they pay land tax. In 
his way, the simple form of distribution can be applied. Agricultural tax 
plus the product of the percentage of retention times the standard output for 
which people assume contracted responsibilities is the part which should be 
turned over to the state. The remainder is the standard income for contrac- 


tors. 


he system of reckoning payment according to output mentioned above can be 


t is still necessary to point out that, our application of concepts such as 
standard manpower expenditure and per-working-day standard output is not 
related to the system of distribution according to the number of man-days 

or working days in the past. Standard manpower expenditure is merely the 
amount of labor required for creating the standard output. It is an 
indispensable link in calculating the per-working-day standard output while 
per-working-day standard output merely indicates the standard output of per 
unit labor. What acts as a scale of measurement and plays a decisive role 
here is still standard output but not work hour. Thus, the application of 
these concepts will not change the substance of the system of reckoning pay- 
ment according to output--distribution according to standard >sutput. 


What is mentioned above is limited to the discussion on the developed form of 
relationship between payment and output in the system of contracted responsi- 
bilities for land. The following further examines the contracted responsi- 
bility systems in other aspects. 


"Standard Output," "Standard Production Cost” and “Standard Manpower 
Expenditure” 


with the growth of diversification and specialized production, the simple 
way of reckoning payment according to output in the system of contracted 
responsibilities for land is bound to change gradually until it becomes a 
more consummate way of reckoning payment according to output and a more con- 


summate systemof contracting specialized jobs. 

Under a division of labor and jobs, the cooperative economy is no longer 
merely a svstem of contracted responsibilities for cultivating land based on 
the conditions of land, population and manpower, or on the population size, 


the amount of manpower and the proportion of population to manpower. It is 
necessary to set up units which are engaged in contracted specialized jobs 
such as specialized households, specialized groups, specialized brigades and 
specialized factories and so on on the basis of the production requirements 
agriculture, forestry, animal husbandry, fishery, industry and sideline 
production and the strong points and will of the laborers. In certain kinds 


of production or business, it is necessary to set up such units through methods 


guch as bidding. 











In whichever trade or in assuming contracted responsibilities for whichever 
kind of production, it is necessary to fix the standard output. To assume 
contracted responsibilities for the land itself but to assume the contracted 
responsibilities for the output of a certain piece of land. The output can 
generally be achieved after fully and rationally putting in labor (including 
management; management is one kind of labor). Thus, standard output is also 
the standard or criterion for assessing how well the contractors work and 
manage their business. Some comrades suggest calling it “contracted output” 
or “undertaken output." These are acceptable. However, both terms fail to 
convey the specific connotation of standard or criterion. Thus, we had better 
call it standard output. In addition, facts prove that it is not difficult 
for the peasants to understand the meaning of standard or criterion conveyed 
erm standard output in practice. Standard output is not only 


bv t he ct 
applicable in the system of contracted responsibilities for land but in other 
svstems of contracted responsibilities as well. It is a basic concept of the 


economy based on contract systems. Without such a concept, the responsibili- 
ties, benefits, duties and rights in the economy based on contract systems 
will be unfounded. 


However, when the economy based on contract systems is changed to the systen 
of contracting different jobs, the applicability of the basic concept standard 
putput is highly confined. Out of the necessities of the practice in the 
economy based on contract systems, it is necessary to create a series of con- 
cepts on the basis of the concept of standard output. First, it is necessary 
to generalize "standard value of production" from standard output because we 
cannot reduce the multiple variety of products produced and the labor services 
which cannot be considered as products provided by different trades to quanti- 
tative ratios. We can only take the concept of standard value of production 
is the unified common criterion for assessing the results of management and 
manpower expenditure in different contracted jobs. 


In whichever kind of production, there is material consumption, including the 
consumption of raw materials and fuels and depreciation of facilities and so 
on, which people usually call production costs. In examining their simple 
way of reckoning payment according to output in the system of contracted 
responsibilities for land, we have skipped the question of production costs 
because production costs are not counted in the simple way of reckoning pay- 
ment according to output. This is related to China's traditional self- 
sufficient agricultural habits. In this kind of agriculture, production cost 
does not occupy an important position. In addition, there is not a marked 
lifference between the production costs of different peasant households. 
Thus, after deducting the part retained by the collectives and the agricul- 
tural tax reckoned according to the standard output, the remainder is the 
standard income for assuming contracted responsibilities. This phenomenon 
can be described as ‘after turning over the full shares of the state and the 
ollective to them, the remainder belongs to oneself."

also necessary to fix the "standard production cost." Like standard output 
and standard value of production, standard production cost is fixed in advance 
ccording to the data in the past and the changes in production which will

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In the cooperative economy based on contract systems, the standard of mate- 
rialized labor expenditure, which means the standard production cost, is 

fixed. In addition, it is necessary to fix the standard of living labor 
expenditure, which means the standard manpower expenditure. As for the reasons 
why it is necessary to fix the standard manpower consumption and the role 
Dlayed by it, we can refer tc the above discussion. 


In this way, we obtain the concepts entailed in the discussion of the econony 
based on contract systems and by specialized production: standard output, 
standard value of production, standard production cost and standard manpower 
expenditure. With such concepts, we can deduce the following formulae on 

the basis of the requirements of the practice in the economy based on con- 
tract systems: standard value of production minus standard production cost 

is standard income, which means standard net value of production; standard 
income divided by the standard, manpower expenditure index is the per-working- 
day standard income, which is equivalent to the per-working-day standard out- 
put mentioned above. However, production cost is included in the latter, which 
is a concept of the simple way of reckoning payment according to output in the 
system of contracted responsibilities for land. 


In the above discussion on contracted responsibilities for land, it has been 
inted out that, if there is a marked difference in the quality of the land 
for which people assume contracted responsibilities, the per-working-day 
indard outputs (here it means the per-working-day standard income) will 
atly vary. Under such conditions, it is necessary for the cooperative 
economy to use a unified per-working-day output (income) as a scale for 
measurement. This is also applicable in the system of contracting different 


jobs because there is a difference in the material conditions such as facili- 
fes of different jobs or for different kinds of production. As is mentioned 


above, only by using the unified per working day standard output inherent in 
cooperative economy as a scale for measurement can the cooperative economy 
recover the differential land profits. Here, if the unified per-working-day 
standard income is used as a scale for measurement, cooperative economy can 
also recover the differential profits which are brought about by the difference 
in the conditions of using the collectives’ capital (including fixed assets 
such as faciliti: 

It. tine perative economy, retention proportion is fixed according to the 
levelopment of the cooperative economy itself. In addition, it is also 
governed by factors such as the level of mass consumption. hen the propor- 
tion is tixed, two ways of distribution can be adopted: One way is to add 


tax to the product t standard income times retention proportion, the result 











is the part which a contractor should turn over to the state or the cooperative 
economy and the remainder is the contractor's standard income; the other way 

is to multiply the unified per-working-day standard income in cooperative 
economy by the contractor's index of standard manpower consumption, the product 
resulted minus tax and the part retained by the public according to the reten- 
tion proportion is the contractor's standard income, the remainder is the part 


which should be turned over. 


Generally speaking, the former way is more suitable for the situation in which 
there is no marked difference between the material production conditions of 
different contractors. The latter is more suitable for the opposite situation. 
If the former way is adopted, it is necessary to adopt other measures to solve 
the problem of an imbalance between incomes of different jobs caused by the 
irrationalities in the present price system. To exempt people engaged in 
planting, in particular grain production, from turning over part of their in- 
comes to the state but to ask them to pay the differential land profits only 
is but one measure. However, if the imbalance cannot be resolved even by 
doing so, we can use the income from industrial and sideline production to 
give people “price subsidies."" In this aspect, there are many creations in 
Yantai, Shandong, and Suzhou, Jiangsu and many other places. As for the 
second way, the imbalance between incomes caused by price and other factors 

is automatically resolved. 


There is one more problem which must be given further consideration here. It 
is the problem of putting supplementary investments in the business and pro- 
duction by individual contractors or partner groups who assume contracted 
responsibilities for the business of production. As is mentioned above, 
investment on land by individuals is restricted by nature and the existing 
technological level; incomes brought about in this way will not greatly dif- 
fer, but there are notable differences between incomes brought about by 
investing the capital in other business or other kind of production. It is 
both impossible and inappropriate to include such differential profits in fix- 
ing the standard value of production and standard income. In this way, they 
are merely regarded as the overfulfilment of production targets. Thus, even 
if the second way mentioned above is adopted, these differential profits will 
not go to the collectives in the cooperative economy. To invest the scattered 
capital which is absorbed from the peasants in construction and production is 
extremely advantageous to the developments in China's rural areas. If we do 
not let investors gain some profits, their enthusiasm will be affected. In 
liscussing the theory of the cooperative system, we have pointed out that 
basically, cooperative economy is a combination of labor. However, we do not 
rule out the factor of the combination of capital. Thus, distribution is 
2asically according to work. In addition, a certain proportion of dividend 
‘an be distributed according to the amount of investment. Through the analyses, 
we can clearly see that under a more consummate system of reckoning payment 
according to output in contracted responsibility economy, the factor of income 
jot achieved through labor is basically eliminated. If it is not completely 
eliminated, what remains is principally the difterential profits achieved by 
individual contractors or partner groups who put in supplementary investments. 
‘ts existence is required by the practice at present and is in keeping with 
the theory of the cooperative system. In addition, if such differential 
rotits become too great, the state can make adjustments through taxation or 


, other means. 





Practice is a many-splendored thing. The above is but something which is 
veneralized from people's practice in different places, in particular in 
places where diversification and specialized production is better developed. 
It is something which is of some fundamental and typical significance and 
with regularity. We can see that it is nothing other than the typical form 
of the system of contracted responsibilities and the developed form of the 
all-round contract systen. 


At present, as far as the whole country is concerned, the main stream is the 
simple way of reckoning payment according to output and the simpie form of 

the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output. Few 
people practice the developed and more consummate form which is analysed above. 
However, we can see from it the vitality and future of the system of 
contracted responsibilities with payment linked to output.

In order to achieve these 
aims satisfactorily, these editors collected all the books, journals and 
papers in which the selected writings had been published, looked up all the 
historical files and documents, and visited the relevant research institutes 
and professionals. In particular, these editors travelled along the route 
of Mao Zedong's rural surveys at that time and visited Xunwu, Xingguo, Jian, 
Jishui, Shanzghang and other counties and cities, made a total of more than 
800 checks and collected and sorted out more than 300,000 characters of 
investigation materials. fend of abstract] 


"Mao Zedong's writings on rural surveys" is a collection of important docu- 
ments. All comrades, whether engaged in ideological and theoretical work or 
in practical work can be benefited by the instructions and enlightenment 


they can gaia from this book. 


Comrade May Zedong wrote many works throughout his life. Those published in 
the "Selected Works of Mao Zedong” are merely the most important of his 
works and there are still many valuable works of his that have not been 
edited and published. In order to facilitate the study and research of Mao 
‘edong thought by the broad ranks of readers, it is necessary to edit and 
publish various kinds of collections of his writings according to needs and 
nditions and in a planned manner. "Mao Zedong's writings on rural surveys" 
is precisely such a collection of writings on a particular theme that has 
been published under this scheme. 


Comrade Mao Zedong very much liked and prized the rural survey materials and 
works on investigation and study that he personally wrote. As far back as 
in 1937, he edited the survey materials that he had preserved during his 








fighting in the north and south on many fronts, and made preparations for 
publishing them. Later, in 1941, the book was published in Yanan. At that 
time, the rectification movement was soon to be launched throughout the 
party, the publication of this book played an important role in promoting the 
elimination of subjectivism, the correction of the party's ideological line 
and the changing of the party work style. Today, our party has reestablished 
the ideological line of seeking truth from facts, and the 12th Party Congress 
decided to spend 3 years on carrying out party rectification in a planned and 
systematic manner. At this time, the publication of "Mao Zedong's Writings 
on Rural Surveys” will undoubtedly be of great practical significance for 
inheriting and developing the fine tradition of investigation and study 

under the new historical conditions, in further exploring the path to achieve 
a socialist modernization with distinguishing Chinese features and in 
creating a new situation in various work. 


When Comrade Mao Zedong compiled his "Rural Surveys," some important survey's 
materials had been lost. He was very disappointed about this. Since the 
founding of the PRC, we have found a hand-copied version of "Xunwu Surveys" 
which had been lost for many years, and a lithographed copy of the important 
thesis entitled "The Work of Surveys" (also entitled "Oppose Book Worship"). 
we have also found a mimeograph of the "Circular of the General Political 
Department on Population and Land Surveys" and a copy of the first version 

of “Examples of the Lives of Chinese Tenant Farmers." This has enabled us 

to compile, on the basis of the book "Rural Investigation," a collection of 
Mao Zedong's writings on rural surveys that is more consummate and richer 


in content. 


When Comrade Mao Zedong compiled "Rural Surveys," it was in years of war and 
he was restricted by various conditions. For example, it was impossible for 
him to check the truth of the data collected in the rural surveys or to find 
other versions for collation. As a result, some parts of the books could not 
be handled perfectly. Moreover, because of the poor printing conditions, 
there were inevitably some mistakes in the book. That is why there has been 
a large amount of work in this respect to do in compiling this revised and 
enlarged edition. In particular, the piece "Xunwu Surveys,” to be newly 
included in the edition, has 80,000 characters, is rich in content, deals 
with a wide range of things and is written in local dialect. Moreover, the 
hand-copied version in our hands had many copying mistakes and is blurred in 
many places. This requires us to do an even larger amount of verification 
work. The difficulties are aggravated by the half-century which has passed 
since the surveys. Things and situations have changed greatly and it is very 
difficult to check what hapvened 50 years ago. 


Apart from the inclusion of a few additional pieces, the work of compiling 
this revised and enlarged edition has been mainly a question of selection 
ind collation trom different editions, verifying and correcting the texts, 
ind acdins the necessary annotation. In order to do this work well, we have 
llected many kinds of books, journals and papers that carried the selected 
writings, looked up all the historical files and documents, visited the 
relevant institutes and professionals and made a great deal of on-the-spot 
investigations. We learned from Comrade Mao Zedong's method of carrying out 


study, travelled along the route of his rural surveys and 


investigation an: 





visited the banks of the Ganjiang River and Xunwu, Xingguo, Jian, Hishui, 
Shanghang and other cities and counties in the areas of the Wuyi mountains. 
We investigated 15 units and 14 households there, held 8 forums and inter- 
viewed many individuals. This on-the-spot investigation took 5] days and we 
travelled nearly 5,000 li. During the investigation, we made more than 800 
checks and collected and sorted out more than 300,000 characters of investi- 


gation materials. 
I. Selection and Collation From Different Edition 


The collecton, selection and collation of different editions form the founda- 
tion of the work of revision and enlargement. The key to doing this satisfac- 
torily lies in finding the most authoritative edition as the basic copy and 
collating it with other versions. We have collected many editions of the 
"Rural Surveys" that have been published in various areas, and many editions 
of “Collected Works of Mao Zedong” that were published before the founding of 
the PRC and included "Rural Surveys.” Generally speaking, the edition of 
"Rural Surveys" published in Yanan in 1941 (shortened to "41 Edition") is the 
most authoritative edition and should be regarded as the basic copy. All the 
other editions of "Rural Surveys" published one after another since liberation 
have been printed according to the "41 Edition." However, they have been used 
to correct a few obviously wrongly printed words in the "41 Edition.” There- 
fore, these editions also have their value as reference. 


In the "41 Edition,” the "Survey of Changgang Township" and the "Survey of 
Caixi Township" were typeset and printed in accordance with the two survey 
materials published in the newspaper DOUZHENG [STRUGGLE] (an organ of the 
central Soviet area bureau of the CPC Central Committee). We have collected 
nimeographed copies of the two surveys that were issued to the delegates to 
the Second National Soviet Congress in January 1934. This is the earliest 
edition that we have found. They were entitled "Models in Doing the Work of 
Township Soviets, Vol. 1 -- Changgang Township," and "Models in Doing the 
work of Township Soviets, Vol 2 -- Caixi Township." The date of the surveys, 
the names of those who gave the information, their jobs, the villages in 
which they lived and the duration for which they had held their jobs were 
siven before the texts about the surveys. None of these can be found in the 
41 Edition.” We checked the mimeographed copies with the "41 Edition" and 
the edition carried in DOUZHENG, and found that two passages in the mimeo- 
eraphed copy of "Survey of Changgang Township” cannot be found in the 
"41 Edition” or the edition in DOUZHENG. One of the passagesis about "market 
rices" in the subsection "The Lives of the Masses" and the other is the sub- 
i “Opposing Imperialism.” The new book includes the two missing pas- 
izes found in the mimeographed copies. 


mecerning the "Survey of Xunwu County,” the central archives provided us 


with a xerographic copy of an original hand-copied edition and another edition 

that was typewritten in the initial period after the founding of the PRC. 

\fter checking on the full text of the two editions and taking into account 

information ziven by the central archives about these editions, we reached 
conclusion that the typewritten edition was a copy of the hand-copied 

edition. The hand-copied edition was revised in some places by Comrade Mao 

‘edong in pencil. The pencil handwriting reallv looks like the style of 














handwriting of Chairman Mao in the period of the war of resistance against 
lapan. This is most authoritative as well as the earliest edition of "Survey 
of Xunwu County" that we have found. When the first volume of "Selected Works 
of Mao Zedong" was edited in 1950, it was planned to include the fifth chapter 
of this survey, and Comrade Mao Zedong personally amended the writing of the 
chapter. In this expanded and enlarged section the fifth chapter of the 
survey has been typeset and printed according to the version that Comrade Mao 
Zedong personally revised. 


In preparing this edition, we not only expanded and enlarged the "41 Edition” 
by collating it with the earliest edition, but also corrected some misprints 
in the "41 Edition." For example, the passage on the "Warehouse Managing 
Coumittee" in the section entitled "Committees Under the Township Soviet" in 
the "Survey of Changzang Township" begins with the two characters "yi zuo” 

in the edition carried in DOUZHENG. However, these two characters cannot 

be found in the "41 Edition."" What was the reason for this? We checked the 
mimeographed edition of that survey and found "san ren" [three people] in 
place of the two characters "yi zuo." We concluded that DOUZHENG misprinted 
"san ren" as “vi zuo." When the "41 Edition" was edited according to the 
edition carried in DOUZHENG, "yi zuo" had to be deleted because it did not 
make sense and its meaning could not be found because there were no other 
editions to refer to at that time. In this expanded and enlarged edition, 
the deleted words "san ren" have been put back (p 299 of that edition of the 
book). Another example is that there is a passage in the section entitled 
the “Cooperative Movement" in the "Survey of Changgang Township” that the 

"41 Edition" prints as "goods purchased from Maodian directly [Zhijie]," the 
DOUZHENG edition goes as "goods purchased from Maodian Zhixia" and the mimeo- 
graphed edition goes as “goods purchased from Maodian, Zhixia."' Both Maodian 
and Zhixia have marks of proper nouns under them in the mimeographed edition. 
This shows that the two words are both geographic names. We checked the 
“l8th Decree of the People's Committee of the Central Government of the 
Soviet Republic of China” issued on 12 November 1933 and found that 2 of the 
22 highways that were planned to be built at that time passed through 
“Zhixia."” From this we see that "Zhixia" is indeed a geographic name. The 
“Thijie” in the "41 Edition" is a misprint for "Zhixia."" Therefore, we have 
made the corresponding correction. (ibid, p 315). 


Furthermore, we have referred to other editions of "Rural Surveys" and made 


some corrections to the "41 Edition." For example, in Chapter I, "Observation 
Eight Families” of the "Survey of Xingguo County,” there is the following 
passage in the "41 Edition” about Fu Jiting: "He has had 6 years of schooling 
ind can manage with an effort to read information.” Comparing this with 
other editions, we find that in all the editions of "Rural Surveys" published 
in the various liberated areas and in the Dongbei and the Shanxi-Shandong- 
Hebei-Henan border area editions of the "Selected Works of Mao Zedong," some 
corrections have been made to this passage. Some editions have changed "read 
iniormation” into “read with understanding newspapers" or "read newspapers 
with understanding.” ["“kan de qing bao"]}. We inquired into this in Xingguo 
ind the comrades there tcid us that “kan de qing” means "read with understand- 
ing." Therefore, “can ma.azge with an effort to read information" should be 
corrected as "can manage with an effort to read newspapers with understanding" 
ind means that Fu Jitian was educated in the level of "being able with an 
effort to read newspapers with understanding." We have made the corresponding

Il. Verification and Correction of Texts 
The verification and correction of texts is an important part of the work of 
editing the expanded and enlarged edition and involves the largest amount of 
work. Only a very small number of the problem in this respect have been solved 
by careful comparison of different editions. The large number of problems, 
especially the copying errors and blurred passages in the hand-copied edition 
of the "Survey of Xunwu County,” have been solved through making on-the-spot 
investigation, looking into historical materials and documents and soliciting 
advice from professional research institutes and workers. In preparing this 
expanded and enlarged edition, we did our best to investigate and check on 

the names of people, places and things, words and figures in the text and 

made corrections on the basis of reliable materials to the passages in the 

text that do not conform to the facts. 


1) Concerning the verification and correction of personal names. The names 
‘f many people are mentioned in the book. For example, there are more than 
130 names of big and medium-sized landowners listed in the "Survey of Xunwu 
County." Therefore the task of verifying personal names was rather heavy. 
Some of the names were not easy to verify and their verification took quite 

a long time. For example, in the "Work of the Soviet in Changzang Township, 
Xingguo" (that is the "Survey of Changgang Township") carried in DOUZHENG, 
the names of both the head and the purchaser of the village cooperative are 
"Li Kuivine" in the secton on the "cooperative movement.” At the time when 
the "41 Edition" was edited, Comrade Mao Zedong discovered this error and 
changed the name of the purchaser to "Li so-and-so." At that time, the prob- 
lem could only be handled in this manner. What was the name of that "Li so- 
id-so?" We made investigations among the masses of people in Xingguo County. 
me people said that his name was "Li Qixiang” and some said that it was 

Li Oishang." When we asked an old man who had been the head of a branch of 
the trade mion in Shangshe district, Xingguo County at the time, he said 
that it was "Li Qixiang." We were at a loss to make choice between these 
ilternatives. Later, when at our request, a comrade of the Xingguo County 
CPC Committee found Li Kuiving who was the then head of the cooperative and 

i cousin of the "Li so-and-so," we finally clarified that the name of "Li 
something” was "Li Qishang." Moreover, some misprints and copying errors of 
mhames were also corrected through this on-the-spot investigation. For exam- 
ple, we have corrected the names of Lin Xiaohan (misprinted as Lin Leihan) 
and Gu Luping (misprinted at Gu Lihua). In the "Survey of Xunwu County,” 
Comrade Mao Zedong mentioned some very strange personal names. For example, 
there was a medium-size landowner in Nanba district, Xunwu County, whose name 
was “Zhong Da Mian Liu." What does this name mean? There are no family 
names of double syllables that sound like Zhong Da. Why should there be 

four syllables in his name? This problem was also solved through on-the-spot 
investigation. In fact, this man’s family name was Zone. He was the sixth 
child in his family and had a big face. Therefore, he was nicknamed "Da 

Mian Liu” [Big Face No. 6]. Later, people did not call him by his true name 
ind fewer and fewer people knew his true name. Thus "Zhong Da Mian Liu” 

was used in the place of his true name.

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2) Concerning the verification and correction of geographic names. There 
is a township in the “Survey of Xingguo County" that has two different 





spellings in the "41 Edition.” Some of the later editions use one of the 

two spellings and others use the other. We examined the map of Xingguo drawn 
in the 1930's that was preserved in Jiangxi Provincial Mapping Bureau in 
Nanchang, made investizations in the county town of Xingguo and found that 
there was a third spelling for the name, which means “monkey path." Later, 
we went to the town to make investigations and invited a few old people to 
hold forum in the house of an old red army man. According to these people, 
this township was located in a mountainous area and was very hard to get to 


in the past. The mountain paths there were very narrow and haunted by 
monkeys. That was why the township was named "Houjing" [monkey path]. There- 
fore, we corrected all the names of the township in the text and changed them 
into “Houjing."” (ibid, p 188). Another example is the name of a township 

in the "Survey of Caixi Township,” which was printed as "Zhangwen" in the 

"41 Edition.” When we verified this name, we invited three people of more 
than 70 vears of age (two were red army fighters at that time and one of whom 
was the chairman of the then township Soviet) to a forum. They said that the 
mountains in that township were so high that they hid the cloud behind them 
from sight. Therefore, people called the township "Zhangyun” [hide the 
Clouds]. Because of the similarity in the pronunciation of iocal dialect 
between "Zhangwen" and "Zhangyun," the name was misprinted as "Zhangwen." 
Accordingly, we have made the correction. (ibid, p 347). We also corrected 
other misprints of similar nature such as Yangfang Village (misprinted in 

the "41 Edition”), Shankeng (misprinted as Sankeng) and Chengkeng (misprinted 
as “Zhengkeng"”). Other misprinted and wrongly-copied geographic names have 
also been corrected, such as “Hukoumian" for "Hujiangmian,” "Sigang™ for 
"Siwang" and "Shangiao" for “Shanbiao." 


3 Concerning the verification and correction of words for things. In 
Comrade Mao Zedong's ‘Survey of Xunwu County,” many things are listed. We 
went to the county to check the words for these things and we also asked the 
relevant research institute to help us in so doing. As many as 131 kinds of 
things were listed by Comrade Mao Zedong in the list of "Foreign goods.” 

Some of these goods sound quite strange to us and a very small number of them 
Jo not make sense. For example, in the "Survey of Xunwu County,” the words 
for two things--"yuandiao"” and “fan wick." We could not find anything stand- 
ng tor these words. These two words come after “square wick" and “hexagonal 
wick’ in the list. What kind of things are "yuandiao"” and "fan wick?" 


t at 
Through on-the-spot investigations in Xunwu, we found that they are hand- 
writine errors for "round wick” and “belt wick.” They were the wick used for 
lighting at that time Ine of them was round-shaped and the other was flat- 
iped According » we have corrected these two words. (ibid, p 61). 
ther words standine for thin that have been corrected are "yangingding” 
r “{mported blue dve, shenghuogian" for "“pancer pliers,” "zhengjincai” 
for “dav lilv,” "${ hi’ for “leizhi’ (a kind of vegetable), "guzhi™ for 
‘maizhi" (a kind vezetab!] and ‘lanyu" for "fermented olive and soy beans." 
‘ ercine the verification and correction of other words. For example, 
siter mentioning the fact that all the officers of the red guards in Xinfeng 
were rich peasants, the article "Frrors Committed in the Agrarian Struggle 
in Jiangxi” lists a number of words: "Zhaming," "exchange of land.” "da tugu' 
and “fines.” "“7hamine™ and “da tugu” do not make sense. We asked manv 
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meaning of these words. Later, in a cadres’ sanatorium in Ganzhou PLA Sub- 
command, we visited a veteran Red Army man who is a native of Xinfeng. He 
said that no such words as “zhaminz" or "da tugu” have ever been in use in 
Xinfeng. "Zhaming" is an error for "“dianming" ["criticize by name"] and "da 
tugu’ is an error for "da pigu" ["beat one's buttocks"]. Like "exchange of 
land” and “fine,” they were methods of punishment at that time. We think 
what he said was true and have made the corresponding corrections. (ibid, 


p 272). 


>») Concerning the verification and correction of figures. We checked the 
calculation of the figures in the book and corrected some errors. For exam- 
ple, in the “Survey of Caixi Township,” the number of households in Upper 
Caixi was corrected from being 513 to being 523 and that of Lower Caixi cor- 
rected from being 2660 to being 2610. Some figures do not confirm with 
reality. For example, in the section "Survey of Dongtang and Other Areas" in 
the “Survey of Xiyiting,"” there is a passage that says: "The population of 
Yivitine village is 600."" We asked two 70-year old peasants about this 
fieure at the vicinity of Xiyiting. They told us that when Comrade Mao Zedong 
nade the surveys in 1930, Xiyiting village (consisting of two villages of 
“ivyitine and Duanshang) had a population of 145 and the township the site of 
which was Xiyiting had 23 villages and a total population of 600. Later, we 
personally visited Xiyiting village and found that what he said was correct. 
sccordingly we made a correction of that figure. (ibid, p 261) 


III. Annotation 


a order to make it easier for the readers to understand the text, we have 
made ¥} annotations. Some of these are relatively important, explaining the 
citles of chapters and sections. Others make corrections to the text and 
explain it. Most of the notes are of an explanatory nature. 
ee have annotated the title of the article "Oppose Book Worship," giving the 
full text of the explanation that Comrade Mao Zedong wrote on 1] March 1961 
when this article was published. (See note no. 1 of the book). This passage 
is very important for understanding the texts of the article and is published 
or the first time. The notes to the titles of the articles of the "Survey 
‘f Changeang Township” and the "Survey of Caixi Township" respectively quote 
passages of the mimeographed copies of the two surveys on the date of the 
survey and the matters related to participants in the survey. Al] these are 
important materials for understanding the background of the text. 


rthermore, we compared in the notes the erroneous passages in the text. 
r example, the "Survey of Xunwu County” says: '"Tongshan society is a secret 
» and only those who have reached the fifth grade will learn secrets from 
Mr. Tianen and “a Mr Tianen of the ninth grade once came from Sichuan to the 
town of Ganzhou Prefecture.” We went to Nanchang, Xunwu, Beijing and 
er places and looked into materials about the society. We learned that the 
eshan society was a secret superstitious society. Its members were divided 
into 16 erades. The first, second and third grade were for common members 
ind the grades from the fourth upward were for heads of different levels. 
fourth grade was called "tianen,"” the fifth was called "zhengen" and the 
inth was called "shidi.” Generally speaking, those of a higher grade knew 








more "secrets" than those of a lower grade. Therefore, the text is wrong in 
stating that a "“tianen" of the fourth grade told secrets to those of the fifth 
grade. The passage about "a Mr Tianen of the ninth grade" is also incorrect. 
Accordingly, we have explained this in our notes. 

Most notes are of an explanatory nature. The content of some notes have been 
made clear after we have made great efforts to inquire into it. For example, 
in the "Survey of Xunwu County, there is a rarely used word, "nugu."” This 
word emerges in a passage of the text about those who had no sons and bought 
sons to be their heirs. The text says, “generally, if those bought are 
clever and competent, they will be adopted as sons and if they are foolish, 
they will be used as "nugu."” We inquired into this among the masses of 
people in Xunwu, solicited advice from relevant research institutions and 
finally clarified that "nugu" is a word in the “kejia” dialect and means male 
servant. "Nu means servant and "gu" means male. Another example is that 
the "Survey of Caixi Township” says “before the revolt, on average, poor 
peasants and farm laborers had rice for meals only for 3 months every year. 
They had to live on food grains other than rice and wheat for the other 9 
months. When the new crop is still in the blade and the old one is all con- 
sumed, they have to live on "yangtizhi" or even on chaff." What is 
“yanetizhi?" We asked the masses of people in Caixi township about this. 
They told us that "vangtizhi" is the rhizome of a kind of wild herb which 
looked like “yanzgti" ‘sheep's hoof]. Later, we looked into books and dic- 
tionaries of Chinese medicine and found that "yangtizhi" was the root of a 
kind of wild herb. This differed from what the masses told us. In order to 
clarify this, we asked Fujian Provincial Agronomy Research Institute for help. 
The institute specially sent people to Shanghang to make on-the-spot investi- 
zations and collected samples for scientific appraisal. They told us that 
“vangtizhi" was the cube-shaped rhizome of a kind of pteridophyte. Local 
people call it “yangtizhi."” Through these repeated investigations, we have 


made scientific notes about "yangtizhi." 


are some passages in the text that are obviously contradictory and can- 
be clarified through investigation. We tell the readers about this in the 
notes. For example, there are two different views on the date when Comrade 
Mao Zedong made his surveys in Ninggang and Yongxin counties. The "Preface 
ind Postscript to Rural Surveys" says that the surveys “were made in Jing- 
gangshan in the spring of 1928," but the introduction to the "Survey of Xunwu 
County" says that they were “made in the Jinggangshan period (November 1927)". 
We have written a note on this. (Note no. 11 in the book). 


Apart from this, there are some problems in the text that need to be explained 


in notes, but we have not been able to clarify them for the time being. We 
adopted a prudent attitude and have refrained from writing notes on them for 
the time beine. For example, there is a word "tuijiaotian" in the "Survey 

of Xingzuo County.’ Many different explanations have been given for this 
phrase, Sut it is hard to choose the right one. Another example is that the 
time of the battle of attacking Jian stated in the text does not entirely 
concur with what is said in other documentary materials. We have failed to 
make this clear. A third example is that the "Survey of Xunwu County" says

a person below the age of 4 or above the age of 55 was given only a half 
share of land. We think that it is irrational to regard a person as young 

as 4 as a labor unit. Moreover, we have read a copy of the "Land Law of 

the Soviet Government of Xingguo" which provides that "a person ranging from 
the age of 14 to 60 and capable of doing farm work is regarded as a labor 
unit." This is more rational. Nevertheless, since Xunwu and Xingguo were 
two different counties, we cannot judge, in a simplified manner, things in 
Xunwu by regulations in Xingguo and thus decide that the 4 in the hand-copied 
edition is an error for 14. Therefore, we had to refrain from giving a note 


for the time being. 


From the above we can see that in order to satisfactorily compile a book of 
historical documents and do a good job of collating documents, it is necessary 
not only to make investigation into the files in archives but also to make 
practical investigations among the masses and solicit opinions from special- 
ists. Undoubtedly, files in archives are important bases for collating 
documents, but sometimes it is not enough to rely merely on them. In the 
process of collating the documents, it has been precisely by making on-the- 
spot investigation that we have solved the difficult problems encountered in 
the process of our collation. Combining study of files in archives with 
on-the-spot investigations, supplementing one with the other and verifying 
one through the other will enable our work of collating documents to be 
established on a more reliable basis. 


From beginning to end, the work of editing and publishing "Mao Zedong's 
Writings on Rural Surveys" were vigorously supported and assisted by the 
party organizations, revolutionary memorial museums and many cad¢es and 
masses in the areas where Comrade Mao Zedong made his surveys. In doing our 
work of verification and collation, we have to a great extent relied on 
the large amount of material that they have provided us with and used the 
research achievements of units and individuals. Our work has furthermore 
been assisted by the relevant central and Beijing municipal department and 
research institutes and some professional workers. Some old comrades who 
followed Comrade Mao Zedong in persisting in carrying out the struggle in 
the central Soviet area have also given us much help. Here, we extend to 
them our sincere gratitude. 


We have made relatively great efforts in doing the work of editing "Mao 
Zedong's Writings on Rural Surveys." Because of our limited ideological, 
theoretical and intellectual level and the possible oversights in our work, 
it is unavoidable that it will contain shortcomings and mistakes. We wel- 
come any criticism from the broad ranks of readers.

omrade Mao Zedong in the foreword to "Rural Surveys" specially declared: 
The main purpose of publishing this reference material is to indicate a 


method for finding out the conditions prevailing at the lower levels; it is 
now to have comrades memorize the specific material and the conclusions drawn

from it.” ("Mao Zedone's Writings on Rural Surveys" p 17). This is a point 
we should of course pay attention to when reading "Mao Zedong's Writings on 
Rural Surveys.” However, for the sake of understanding and studying China's 
modern society and modern history (or the society and history of China's 
semi-colonial and semi-feudal period), these rural survey findings from 1926 
to 1933 and the writer’ nalvsis of these findings are still of very 
important ivnitica 
The “Xingguo Survey" of October 1930 showed that the landlords and rich 
easants wi accou percent of the rural population owned 80 percent 
thie i, whereas the poor and lower-middle peasants who accounted for 80 
ercent ‘ the rural p iLation owned only 20 percent of the land (the rest 
the rural populati wer the farmhands, manual workers, small traders 
it, Vagrants) Tt Auli i ‘ May i930), "Xinggue Survey" and other 
Survey findings furnished many concrete figures and conditions regarding 


feudal expioitation in the countryside. The article "Examples of Chinese 











Tenant-Peasant Life," written in 1926, made a detailed calculation of the 
income and expenditure of a tenant-peasant farming 15 m of leased land based 
on findings from the Kixiang Village of Xiangtan in Hunan. The "Xiangguo 
Survey" also examined the means of livelihood of 8 peasant families (7 of 
which owned a bit of their own land and also rented some land for farming). 
These vivid findings showed that the peasants of that time had difficulty in 
maintaining the minimum subsistence level under the heavy feudal exploitation 
and did not have the surplusenergy to improve the productive forces of agri- 
culture. The writer carried out his survey with a most objective attitude. 
For example, in discussing the condition of peasants selling their sons in 
"Xunwu Survey,” he said: "All gay investigations have been very carefully 
conducted, and I have not been excessive in my words. I have always 
suspected the truthfulness of the “selling of wife and children’ in the 
accounts of others, so I carefully asked the peasants of Xunwu this time 
whether or not such things happened?” (p 150). The three peasants who took 
part in his survey and whose names he had given in full used specific 
circumstances to point out that because of running out of grain and paying 
lebts, many of the poor peasants sold their sons to the gentry anc rich 
peasants. "According to them, 10 out of every 100 families had sold sons.’ 
"Generally, they always sell their sons; the selling of wife and daughters 
is not frequently seen.” Once the son had been sold, the creditors would 
ferociously press for the payment of debts, “because this was the moment the 
fate of their debts hung in balance, ... and they would not give a thought 
to anything else.” Consequently, the writer could not help but sigh with 
regret and said: "The old social relations were man-eating relations.” 

(p 152 to p 153). 


By means of the land reform in all parts of the country, we already possessed 

i wealth of data regarding this kind of man-eating social relation. This 

lata further testified to the complete reliability of the surveys conducted 
Comrade Mao Zedong in the earlier period. He said that because oi his 


understanding of the land distribution situation (and of course also the 
xploitation situation), he was able to arrive at the conclusion of a 
revolution. “Therefore also had more and more confidence in the revolution

However, because their economic 
relations are still in a condition of feudal exploitation, therefore, they 
still fully manifest their landlord character and this kind of reform is 
only on the surface." (p 125). As for the “entirely old,” they "are all 
monarchists. They want to use monarchy to overthrow democratic rights, 
restore their political leadership and remedy the crumbling situation of the 
declining feudal economy.” (p 125). The differences between the new and 

2 also developed because of age differences. Although the small landlords 
Xunwu accounted for 80 percent of the total number of landlords, they had 
no power. (In Xunwu, "the medium landlords are the crux of power of the 
whole county.") Many of them were in small business and many sent their 
children to school. They were on the whole able to accept capitalist cul- 
ture. Some of them, or those who had become small landlords becuase of the 
splitting up of big and medium landlord families and also economically fallen 
into reduced circumstances (and could only support themselves by selling 
their land and living on loans), were not only able to accept the ideology 
of bourgeois democratic rights but could also more fully participate in the 
revolution “and mre and more accept the guidance of proletarian ideology 


and integrate with the poor people.” (p 128). 


ve above analyses of the landlord class were based on findings from Xunwu 
and would of course bear the imprint of local characteristics; however the 
basic points of these analyses are probably of a universal nature. After 
entering the semi-colonial and semi-feudal period, the Chinese landlord 
class could not but break up under the attacks of capitalism. Although the 
ranks of the national bourgeoisie were mot very big, they were still able 
f dbtain support from part of the forces among the landlord class. Apart 
from strenatheni{ the bourgeois forces, what impact this kind of support 
id on the political movement led by the bourgeoisie requires concrete 
inalysis. The peasants’ revolution led by the proletariat also attracted

some of the people who had split from the landlord class, mainly the 
intellectuals who came from small landlord families fallen into reduced 
circumstances, and this was alse a fact. When studying modern Chinese

The Xunwu survey conducted by Comrade Mao Zedong was mainly for the sake of 
studvine the problems of the town and its commerce. Situated on the soutli- 
east extremity of Jiangxi Province close to Fujian and Guangdong provinces, 
Xunwu served as a gateway for such places as Ganzhou, Yudu, Anyuan and 
Huichane et the Doneiians istrict (Xingning, Meixian and Huizhou) of Guang- 
long. “During the Oing Dvnasty, goods from Ganzhou used to pass through 
Xunwu t ir to markets in Dongifiang.” As a transfer center, the con- 


w 
merce of KXunwu was stil. very prosperous in the last vears of the Oing Dvnastyv. 





However, the subsequent "development of the foreign goods business of Meixian 
and the piece goods business of Xingning forced out the local goods business 
of Ganzhou," (p 57) and the commerce of Xunwu daily declined. The town of 
Xunwu described in the findings of this survey had a population of only 2,700 
mainly engaged in agriculture and handicraft industry. It only livened up 
for a few hours on market days. There were very few tradesmen in this town 
and it had little economic strength. It had no power whatsoever politically 
and could only occupy the position of helper to the landlord class. At that 
time Comrade Mao Zedong could only use such a small town without any genuine 
bourgeoisie as the target of investigation and study. However, this was "a 
place where a fierce battle of honor and disgrace, success and failure between 
handicraft industry and capitalist merchandise had been fought.” (p 57) 

The findings of this survey was representative of the gloomy lot of a small 
mainland town under the condition of the decline of the rural economy and 

the market and the replacement of the local goods market by the foreign goods 
market. To researchers in social history, there are also quite a few amusing 
concrete figures here. For example, among the 2,700 people in the town of 
Xunwu, ‘there were 30 houses of prostitution and more than 30 prostitutes 
providing means of livelihood for 167 people."" There were also 270 "hoodlums 
who engage in neither labor, farming nor business but specialize in gambling, 
extortion and serving as lackeys to the ruling class." (p 100) These two 
types of people accounted for 16 percent of the entire population of the town. 
Those who engaged in the handicraft industry (279) and in business (135) when 
added together were roughly the same and they also accounted for about 16 
percent of the population of this town. The number of unemployed and the 
decline of commerce and handicraft industry were quite alarming. Was this 
not a microcosm of semi-colonial and semi-feudal China? 


[The places in which Comrade Mao Zedong carried out surveys had all been 
through the agrarian revolution. With the exception of Changgangxiang and 
Taixixiang which "belonged to places that had developed the agrarian revolu- 
tion in depth,” the rest "belonged to the initial period of the agrarian 
revolution.” In the northern half of Xunwu County, the peasants had in 1929, 
nder the leadership of the party organization, succeeded in their struggle 

to resist paying rent, established revolutionary power and also distributed 
the land. When Comrade Mao Zedong arrived in Xunwu to carry out his survey 
in May 1930, the revolutionary peasant forces had occupied the county town- 
ship for less than a montn, but the land in the southern half of the county 


id also been distributed. During the upsurge of the revolutionary storm, 4 
eople of different classes and strata and people who occupied different 
mic positions and with different expressions, had immediately displayed 
‘ivid attitude toward the revolution. These surveys conducted by the writer 
were also precisely for the sake of studying various problems in the agrarian 
rluti » Including methods of distributing the land, forests and ponds, 
licies of dealing with various classes and stratum and methods of setting 
ind amplifying revolutionary power. He pointed out that "there has not 
inv experience” on land problems prior to 1928. The two "land laws" 
rmulated in Jinggang mountains in December 1928 and in Xingguo in Apri] 


1929 both had mistakes in principle (these two "land laws" have been included 
these mistakes were later corrected in the course of 


in the writings), and 
practice. These findings, which reflected the experience in the initial 








arian revolution and the social condition at that time, are 
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rot only useful to the study of the history of the agrarian revolution, but 
they are also of reference value to the study of the history of the peasant 
revolution in the long feudal society of China. Many problems had been 


encountered in the initial stage of the agrarian revolution. For instance, 
"land distribution must at any rate be carried out several times. The rich 
sants would invariably not tell the truth about their good land the first 
time, and it was difficult to investigate properly and differentiate the 
quality of the land. The rich and lower-middle peasants would invariably take 
r leadership the first time and the poor peasants would have no power” 

(p 278 Also, the rural political power initially set in Xingguo has such 


bad things as "bureaucracy, putting on airs, refusing to form close ties 
with the s~asses" and "defiling public opinion." Comrade Mao Zedong said: 
‘onditions found in the initial period of the agrarian revolution. 


Yne of the reasons for this is because the composition of the district 


frernment is not very good, and this must be changed in the future.” (p 246). 
lems such as these were also unavoidable in the peasant revolutions of 

he past and moreover could not be solved even though the tasks of equally 
istributing the land and setting u> a new rural political power had already 
been put forward as in the case of the Taiping heavenly kingdom. 


How can the Chinese communists, who are vanguards of the Chinese proletariat, 
solve the various problems of the Chinese revolution? The only method all 
slong advocated by Comrade Mao Zedong is to integrate the universal truth of 
rxism with the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution. "On Rural 
Surveys" (record of a speech made in 1941) said: After reading several works 
by Marx in 1920, "I realized that there has always been class struggle since 
the history of mankind and class struggle is the motive force of social 
jevelopment, and initially acquired the methodology of understanding problems. 
However these booxs have nothing on Hunan and Hubei of China and also nothing 
Kai-shex and Chen Duxiu of China. I only took from them the words 
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Mao Zedong regarded the ideological line based on the materialist theory of 
knowledge as the “ideological line of communists for creating a new situation 
through struggle." People must pay attention to acquainting themselves with 
the new social conditions and the new experience in mass practice, and study 
means of solving the new problems appearing in actual life. Only thus can 
they create a new situation through struggle. When the knowledge of the people 
cannot keep pace with the objective situation, or when major changes are taking 
place in the objective condition, putting the emphasis on this point is with- 
out doubt of particular importance. Mao Zedong sharply criticized some of the 
comrades for their "inflexible, conservative, formalistic and groundlessly 
optimistic thinking" and for believing that a certain "book of documents” 

4 “guarantee lasting victory" and that “one could always be victorious 
merely by adhering to established methods."' He said: "These ideas are 
lutely wrong and have nothing in common with the idea that communist 
create favorable new situations through struggle; they represent a 
purely conservative line. Unless it is completely discarded, this line will 
great losses to the revolution and do harm to these comrades themselves." 
. The conservative line mentioned here refers to the conditions of being 
‘ontent with things as they are, not seeking to understand things thoroughly 
ind refusing to see and to hear the new things and new problems appearing in 
actual life. Therefore, it is necessary to use the rich and vivid contents 
of actual life to overcome this kind of conservative line, and the basic

Chapter [: General Principles 


The peasant market trade in the urban and rural areas is a component of the 
socialist unified market in our country.

When state-owned stores negotiate the purchase or sale of agricultural and 
sideline products at the peasant market, they should handle what is within 
their trades. The buying and selling prices may be negotiable. In consider- 
ation of the people's normal livelihood, the state-owned stores should not 
content with the people in buying. 


Art icle 13 


Peasants may sell their family sideline products and individual craftsmen 
with business licenses may sell their products at the peasant market. They 
are permitted to buy the necessary raw materials at the peasant market. 


Article 14 


State-owned and collective catering trade, licensed individual catering 
traders, commune-run and brigade-run enterprises and various economic 
associations may, within the limits permitted by government policies and

Several major crop'strains have been planted to 7 million hectares of farn- 
land, ylelding an &nnual additional output of 2.5 million tons of grain,

GUANGXI CONTRACT ADMINISTRATION REGULATIONS--The regional government recently 
issued a circular, announcing that the regional provisional regulations 
governing contracts by production teams in rural areas is to be printed and 
distributed througnout the region for enforcement. Pointing out the impor- 
tant role of economic contracts in the economic field following the implemen- 
tation of the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked to 
output and the development of various specialized and key households and 
combined economic undertakings, the circular urged all units throughout the 
region to establish and consolidate the contract system. As reported, the 
Guangxi regional provisional regulations governing contracts by production 
teams in rural areas consists of 5 chapters. Namely, general rules, conclud- 
ing of contracts, administration over contracts, fulfillment of contracts, 
and supplementary articles.

fText] With the grain »roduction situation improving year after year, our 
province has started to. 1m the method of grain supply in rural areas. 


Since autumn last year, the method of reselling state grain to needy house- 
holds has bcen changed to the method of selling a fixed amount of grain at 

a fixed price to these households. In this way, these households will 
yradually eliminate grain deficits and be self-sufficient in grain supply 

by 1987. Guizhou has the greatest number of poverty-stricken counties. 

Since 1980, the state has allotted 1 billion jin of grain each year to 
Guizhou. Following the institution of the system of assigning full responsi- 
bility for production on the household basis, the grain productin situation 
in the province has improved year after year. Last year's total grain output 
was 13.3 billion jin, topping that in 1981 by 17.2 percent. In some of the 
poverty-stricken counties, the peasants have had enough to eat and wear. 
Under these circumstances, if the equalitarian method of reselling state 
yrain is continued, not only will some lazy people cherish the idea of rely- 
‘ing on the state, but the enthusiasm of the hard-working peasants will be 
lampened and some unnecessary burdens will be put on the state. 


in view of this problem, reforms have been made in five aspects in the 
province since November last year. 1) The method of reselling state grain 

has been changed to the method of selling a fixed amount of grain at a fixed 
price to needy households. After completing some simple formalities with the 
production teams, the grain-deficient households may buy a fixed amount of 
‘rain of a certain quality at a fixed price from the grain department. When 
they have produced grain, they will sell to the state the same amount of grain 
ot the same quality at the same price. 2) Grain may be purchased or sold in 
idvance so as to readjust market demand. The peasant households which are 
engaged in industrial and sideline production and can afford to buy grain can 


solve their problem of grain supply through this channel. 3) Neighborhood 
mutual assistance is advocated to solve the difficulties of some grain- 
deficient households. 4) [The extremely needy households which have been 
stricken by natural disasters are to be helped by the method of relief. 

>) With the tasks of state grain purchase accomplished, grain is permitted 
to be sold through various channels, so as to maintain balance of grain sup- 


‘lv between production teams. 


As a result of adopting these flexible measures and ending the method of resel- 
ling state grain, our province can cut its sale of grain to needy households by 
more than 300 million jin each year. Up to the present, the grain supply is 
very stable in the rural areas and the method of selling a fixed amount of 
grain at a fixed price to needy houseltiolds basically is not necessary.

GUIZHOU RICE CONFERENCE--The Guizhou provincial conference on cooperative 
scientific research in rice production recently concluded. The conference 
pointed out that raising the output on the medium- and low-yield rice fields 
is the main subject of current scientific research in rice production in the 
province. The conference held that in the province, as the ecological condi- 
tions are complicated and natural disasters frequent, the difference between 
the total output of rice in a good year and that in a lean year is 2 to 3 
billion jin. The unsteady output on the medium- and low-yield rice fields is 
another main reason. The conference pointed out that the areas of the medium- 
and low-yield rice fields throughout the province account for 75 percent of 
the total areas of the rice fields. The per-m yield of the medium-yield rice 
fields is only 500-600 jin while that of the low-yield rice fields is only 400 
jin or so. If the per-mu yield of the medium- and low-yield rice fields can 
be raised by 100-150 jin within this year, the total output of rice throughout 
the province can increase by 900 million to 1.3 billion jin and the contradic- 
tion between the supply and demand of grain in the province can be greatly

cal problem. Therefore, eliminating the influence of the "leftist" ideology 
nd emancipating people's minds is the key to developing the output contract 
in forestry, animal husbandry and fishery. 
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Animal husbandry, fishery and particularly, forestry, have longer production 
eriods than agricuiture. Contractors need to invest more in one go and 
they have to take a longer time to fulfill the contracts. This makes some 
fear that the nature of the ownership system may change. They do 

t dare to boldly pursue output contract system. It should be noted that 


t t ime * contracts and the size of investment are only related to the 
lifferences in management and they have no bearing on the nature of an owner- 
ship svstem. Large and medium-sized machines and equipment which contractors 
iv for developing production are only the means of production in forestry, 
inimal isbandrvyv and fishery; while the basic condition that decides the 
ature of an ownership system is land (including hills and waters). Without 
land, contractors cannot »2 linked to farm machines and equipment in produc- 
Cion. Now, land is own bv the collective and contractors only have tne 
right to manage the land. No matter how long the contracts last, the nature 
f the ownership will not change. Therefore. as long as land and other basic 
means o! roducti ire owned by the collective, the contractor will alwavs 
memver of t} lective economv even if he owns some large machines 
ipment, i the business he handles will always be a component of the 
c ttive economy. he problem that the nature of the ownership system will 
iT > ?

Some other comrades even fear that when peasants’ income increase because 
forestry, animal husbandry and fishery businesses are contracted to them, the 
problem of polarization will arise. In general, forestry, animal husbandry 
and fishery are still weak links. If the method of operating these businesses 
is good, great potential for increasing production will be tapped. People who 
undertake the contracts in these trades need to be skilled. Their investment 
needs to be greater than that in agriculture. They must make more painstaking 
efforts to do the work in these trades. It is in conformity with the principle 
of distribution according to work if they get higher payments. As compared 
with other commune members, there is only a difference in the degree of well- 
being. This difference varies essentially from the polarization caused by 

the exploitation of man by man under the private ownership system. They must 
not be lumped together. Many facts show that the contract system will make 
the output of forestry, animal husbandry and fishery greatly increase and 

make both collectives and individuals each more income. Moreover, this will 
lay a better foundation for improving the livelihood of the poor and 
undoubtedly, it is an effective guarantee of ensuring a situation of common 


prosperity. 


There are many problems which need to be solved if we are to promote the out- 
put contract system in forestry, animal husbandry and fishery. For example, 
the way to effect contracts in different trades, the way to lay down contract 
targets, the way to facilitate commodity circulation, and the way to balance 
payment standards in different trades. However, so long as we emancipate our 
minds, do a good job in making investigation and study, and repeatedly con- 
sult the masses, it will not be too difficult to solve these problems. 


fhe key to promoting the intensive and extensive development of the responsi- 
bility system is to effect contracts. In this sense, contracts should be 
idopted at once in those fields where no action has been taken. At the same 
time, we must do a series of jobs to stabilize and improve the contracts and 
their fulfillment. At present, the stress of our rural work is to stabilize 
ind improve the all-round contract system which has become the main form of 
the responsibility system. Special attention should be paid to the work of 
working out and signing various contracts. Effective measures should be taken 
to mobilize peasants to properly handle the land contracted to them and to 
protect their land and their enthusiasm for making investments in production. 
Financial affairs should also be properly handled. We must take the work of 
stabilizing and perfecting the production responsibility system as an 
important part of our daily work. We should promptly solve problems once 
they are discovered. On the basis of stabilizing and improving the responsi- 
bilitv system of contracting output to households, we can organize economic 
combination according to the needs of economic development when conditions 
are ripe. Combination should never be effected within a short time set by 
the leadership. Nor should administrative means be used to combine people 
together in an arbitrary way. This will only cause losses because it violates 
the objective economic law. Now, the busy season for farm work is coming 
soon. We must seize the opportunity and do a good job in putting the output 
contract system into effect so as to arouse the peasants’ greater enthusiasm 


in spring farm production.

"SPECIALIZED" FAMILIES UTILIZE LABOR, RESOURCES 
OW181303 Beijing XINHUA in English 1102 GMT 18 Feb 83 


[Text] Beijing, 18 Feb (XINHUA)-——-The labor and natural resources around 
Dongting Lake, China's second largest freshwater lake, are now better util- 
ized with the emergence of "specialized" families in the lake area, according 
to country officials in Hunan Province. 


The terms "specialized" and "semi-specialized" families as they are now used 
in China refer to those families which devote most or a considerable part of 
their labor to diversified occupations other than field crop cultivation. 

In Yiyang Prefecture for example, which, covers six countiexs and one city 
south of the lake, 175,000 rural households--17 percent of the total--have 
become "specialized" and “semi-specialized" families. 


The specialization of jobs has enabled the peasants to raise their technical 
and management levels, said Zhang Shiqing, head of Yuanjiang County in the 
orefecture. He said large numbers of livestock and poultry breeders, bee- 
keepers and fish breeders with a high level of productivity have distin- 
guished themselves by their skills. In Yuanjiang County alone, over 200 
tamilies were recently commended and presented with citations of honor for 
their efficient management. 


The “specialized” families have come into existence in the past two or three 
vears with the implementation of the policy of giving peasants the right of 
indertaking grain production or diversified undertakings on a family basis, 
under contracts signed with the collectives. 


This development demonstrates that labor released from growing crops has been 
hannelled into sideline undertakings, Zhang Shiqing pointed out. A survey 
»f 100 families in the county indicates that more than one-third of the 216 
ible-bodied peasants living there have taken up livestock and poultry raising, 
fruit growing, farm produce processing, transport and service trades. Most 


of these peasants were not fully occupied before. 


Fifty-one-vear-old Zhang Teqiu of the Caowei People's Commune, a pig breeder, 
is one of the peasants recently commended. He is experienced in selecting 
fine pig breeds, cross breeding, mixing feed and pig disease prevention. 

In addition to contracting with his production team to manage a small plot 








land, his family of six has built five pig sties. The scores of pigs he 

old to the government in 1982 are estimated to bring his family a per capita 

income of 540 yuan, more than double the national average, Yuanjiang County

s said. Two-thirds of the income were derived from pig raising. 


lia Zongliang, a middle school graduate, keeps 19 colonies of bees estimated 

to yield an income of 3,000 yuan last year. He has bought some one hundred

PEASANTS IN HUNAN PROVINCE THIRST FOR KNOWLEDGE 
0W251318 Beijing XINHUA in English 1117 GMT 25 Feb 83 


{Text] Changsha, 25 Feb (XINHUA correspondent Xu Liangji)--Over a thousand 
associations for the advancement of science and technology have sprung up in 
Hunan Province as the peasants become interested in acquiring knowledge to 
increase agricultural output and develop sideline production, according to the 
Provincial Education Department. 


The responsibility system has given the peasants a freer hand in arranging 
their production, and consequently they have more time to develop sidelines. 
Many of them want to undertake the cultivation of mushrooms, rabbits or earth- 
worm breeding, fishery and even architecture, dressmaking and photography. 


The province now has 30 schools training people with middle school education 
in scientific farming for one or two years. However, even this figure is not 
adequate to cope with the peasants‘ rising thirst for quickly acquired, ap- 
plicable knowledge, the department official said. The province's over 6,000 
government agro-technical officials--assisted by about a million local peasant 
agronomists and organized by the local science and technology association--are 
running short-term training classes, from a fortnight to two months. 


An estimated 850,000 peasants are enrolled in the 23,000 training classes, 
radio or correspondence courses in the province. Attendance during the winter 
slcak season is far greater than this number, the department official said. 


In Taojiang County over 240 such training classes have been organized. The 
peasants, especially the young people, flocked to these classes, paying their 
own tuition fees and board. About 20,000 students are regularly attending. 


When the Qiyang County agro-technical school decided to enroll 60 new students 
last year, three hundred middle school graduates applied. In the past few 
years the school graduated 630 students. A survey conducted by the school re- 
cently indicated chat these graduates have become models for their neighboring 
families in scientific farming. Statistics collected from the families of 54 
graduates show that their per hectare yields were 24 percent higher than others. 
One graduate, Li Xiaochun, was reported to have helped her commune increase 
grain output by 350,000 kilograms.

The study fervor is not confined to young people. An old peasant named Xu 
Dacai of Taohuajiang Commune was keen on breeding earthworm for pig and 
poultry feed. He bought books to teach himself and learned from provincial 
agricultural school teachers. After nine months of diligent efforts the 
three hundred earthworms he bought increased by a factor of two thousand. 
He in turn opened training classes at home where 400 people were taught and 
given small quantities of earthworms to begin. 


In thc past two years most of the counties in the province have started small- 
sized newspapers, with a circulation running to 2.5 million copies, averaging 
a copy for every four ‘amilies. A series of books on agriculture and side- 
line-occupation edited by the Provincial Science and Technology Associ- 

ation have printed 370,000 copies.

STRUCTURAL REFORMS IN CHANGSHA COMMUNES

[Text] Liuyang County is the place for launching a pilot project for the 
Structural reforms in all the communes throughout the province. At presenc, 
there are eight communes which practice the separation of commune management 
from government administration. From 21 to 26 February, the county held a 
meeting of cadres at 3 levels to sum up the experience of the 8 counties. 

It was decided to spread out the structural reforms in the communes in an 
allout way in this month. There are 65 communes in the county. In mid- 
September, 1982, the provincial, prefectural and county CPC committees 
jointly organized a structural reform working team to launch pilot structural 
reform projects in seven communes in (Jintou District) and the (Daweishan) 
commune. The commune party committees were changed to township party commit- 
tees. Township people's governments were established to bear administrative 
responsibilities. The joint township and people's commune economic committee 
has become the independent economic organization of the townships and 
brigades under the system of collective ownership. In addition, the produc- 
tion teams were changed to administrative villages and committees of villagers 
were formed. The original brigade administration committees were changed to 
joint village economic committees and the brigade party branches to village 
party branches. Under the administrative village, the production teams were 
subdivided into villager groups. There are many advantages in the separation 
of commune management from government administration: 1.

Most of the production teams have not only solved their problems 
in food and clothing but sold a great amount of surplus grain to the state. 
This is a very encouraging situation. 


The circular points out: Now the time limit for exempting these production 
teams from grain procurement base quotas has come. Beginning this vear, 
production teams which have become capable of assuming the assignment should 
be reassigned their original grain procurement base 5 years quotas. The base 
juotas, plus the contracted procurement tasks set forth this spring should 
be assigned to contracted units or households before spring farming. Proper 
preferential treatment may be given to a few production teams which have 
difticulty restoring their original grain procurement base quotas because 
they are more suitable for forestry and animal husbandry, because they have 
reduced their grain areas or because they are located in barren mountainous 
areas and their agricultural production has been restored slowly. Preferen- 
tial treatment will not be given to the production teams which have 
arbitrarily expanded cash crop areas in violation of their planting plans 
and have earned a very high income at the expense of grain production.

SHAANXI ISSUES URGENT CIRCULAR ON FIGHTING DROUGHT

(Excerpts} The Shaanxi Provincial CPC Committee and People's Government have 
issued en urgent circular on further launching a drive to fight drought and 
ensure a bumper harvest. The circular said: Generally speaking, antidrought 
work is not yet sufficiently sound and effective. In particular, antidrought 
Management measures in some dry areas have not kept pace with demands. The 
progress of spriny irrigation in the prefectures and cities of Guangzhong 
region is very uneven. By 8 March, Weinan Prefecture, where progress has 
been fast, had carried out spring irrigation on 43 percent of the land, but 
some prefectures had only completed the work on 20 percent of the land. This 
state of affairs is far from meeting the needs of the antidrought struggle 
and must be rapidly changed. 

The drought in our province has gone on for more than 5 months. At present 
the drouvht is extremely serious. The moisture content of the Weibei Plain 
in soil from 0 to 30 cms deep has fallen to 12 or 13 percent. In some places 
the depth of dry soil is over 10 cms. This seriously threatens the normal 
growth of summer-ripening crops. The area of summer crops aifected by drought 
has now increased to 17 million mu, and the drought is serious on 7.1 million 
mu of this land. The drought is becoming more serious every day, and wheat 
sprouts have turned yellow and withered and even died. People and animals in 
some places have great difficulty finding drinking water. 


According to the weather forecast, there will be still little rain throughout

March, and the drought will continue to intensify. We must have a sober 
understanding and take scientific attitude toward this development. The 
wheat is now turning green and thus needs more and more water. Damage done 
to the wheat by drought and lack of water will become more and more serious. 
We must therefore fully realize the seriousness of the drought and the urgency 
of tighting it, resolutely overcome blind optimism and the idea of waiting 
for rain, and urgently mobilize to further implement the demands put by the 
22 February telephone conference of the Provincial CPC Committee and govern- 
ment ani whip up an upsurge of spring production in fighting drought and 
‘nsuring a bumper harvest.

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Only by adopting scientific methods in raising livestock, successfully 
operating fodder industries and rationally exploiting and utilizing grass 
mountains and grass mountain slopes, can the output of meat, eggs, milk and 
animal byproducts be doubled and redoubled; 2) The technical level in 
raising livestock is low. A large number of localities are only able to use 
unitary forage and have mixed varieties of animals, their animal reproductive 
rate, slaughter rate and their rate of putting on flesh are fairly low. For 
instance, in raising hogs, some units have reached 100 percent in their 
slaughter rate, but some have only reached 40 percent. In addition, fertile 
female animals account for 23.3 percent in the total nuimber of large animals. 
However, the province has only reached around 30 percent in its reproductive 
rate. If we are able to raise the proportion of fertile female animals and 
the rate of animal reproduction respectively to 50 percent, the annual output 
of young animals would show a two-fold increase over the current figure; and 
3) Processing industries for animal products are lagging behind. Particu- 
larly, as a large number of specialized households and households doing 
specialized jobs besides crop cultivation have come to the fore, the backward 
situatica of processing industries will certainly and adversely affect the 
development of animal husbandry. All of these are not only weak links in 
developing animal husbandry but are also the source of latent strength for 
developing undertakings in this regard.

This is because the extremely 
narrow and scattered peasant individual economy which was based on the private 
tem of ownership of such a major means of production as land could not 
ossibly put land and other means of production to rational use, and could 
hardly carry out expanded reproduction in agriculture, or improve the liveli- 
hood of the large numbers of peasants; at the same time, it had no possibility 
of meeting the ever-growing needs of the socialist economic construction and 
cultural undertakings for agricultural products. Therefore, carrving out the 
socialist transformation of agriculture was the inevitable trend of the 
relations of production adapting to the development of the productive forces, 
ind the objective demand of the development of the national economy.

>ooperatives tnat nad just been established and nad not yet had 
time to put down firm roots were precipitously turned into 
people's communes. As a result of tne pursuit of "firstly, big 
and secondly, pubdlicly owned." and tne practice of "Wage struggle 
Xy mobilizing large groups of people," agricultural production 
responsibility systems sustained great damage. Responsibility 
Systems whereby production was contracted to individual nouse- 
nolds were censured as; "departures from the path of socialism," 
and criticized as tne "restoration of capitalism." This seriously 
dampened tne entnusiasm of cooperative members for operating a 
collective economy. As a result, agriculture declined, and 
rural producttivity sustained extremely great damage. In order to 
correct tne aforestated errors, consolidate the selective econ- 
omy, and develop agricultural production, in 1962 the 10th 
Plenary Session of tne Eighth Party Central Committee passed 
"Rural People's Commune Work Regulations (Revised Draft)," which 
relnstated and clarified a series of rural economic policies 
including agricultural production responsibility systems. It 
provided tnat for tne purpose of organizing production, produc- 
tion teams may provide for permanent or temporary vocational 
teams, aSSign specific tracts of land, and practice the contrace 
ting of specific tasks to be performed witnin a fixed period of 
time, seasonal jobds, or year-round contracting, and establish 
Strict production responsibility systems. In the animal husbandry 
ndustry, forestry, tne fishing industry, and otner sideline 
2ecupation production, responsibility systems should also be 
estadlisneda for livestock, farm implements, water conservancy, 
and management of other public property, responsibility being 
assigned to work teams in some cases and to individuals in 
2tners. with tne revival of responsibility systems, agricultural 
production developed. However, because "leftist" errors nad not 
been completely overcome and corrected, the agricultural produc- 
tion responsibdility system was not everywhere put into effect. 
During tne 10 years of turmoil of the "Great Cultural Revolu- 
tion,” Cnina's agriculture was seriously devastated, and agricul- 
tural production responsibility systems likewise fell on hard 
times. / Oughout the far flung villages, subjectivism, bdling 
Zuidance, and commandism flourisned, as production teams and 
commune members iost real rights of control over and rignts of 
use of tne means of production. Production took no account of 
20S3ts, and economic effectiveness dropped. "Eating out of a large 
common pot," and egalitarianism were touted as being the "“Supe- 
riority of socialism." Under tnese circumstances, the superiori-e 
Ly of tne collective economy could not be brought into play, and 
agriculture fluctuated without moving forward. Improvements in 
tne peasants' ilvelinood was scant, and some even slipped into 
poverty. 








After tne smashing of the Lin Bilao and Jiang Qing counterrevo- 
lutionary clique, and particularly following tne Tnird Plenary 
Session of tne 11th Party Central Committee, in order to correct 
tne longstanding snortcomings in the collective economy, to 
revive and develop production, to work nard to become prosperous, 
ang to explore courageously through practice, the broad masses of 
peasants created diverse forms of production responsibility sys- 
tems linked to output. Respecting tne peasant's pioneering spi- 
rit, tne party and government courageously supported tne pea- 
Sants's aspirations, and in one place after anotner contract 
agricultural responsibility systems linked to output began to be 
established. A look at the rural situation in Sichuan Province 
snows tnat this general establishment of production responsibili- 
ty systems haS maintained the merits of the former responsibility 
system and is historically in the nature of an heir. In anotner 
sense, tne multiplicity of the forms of responsibility systems 
ana tneir blazing of new trails makes tnem innovative in nature. 
The major trend of their development and their new character- 
lstics are as follows: 


First, tne form of figuring compensation developed from no 
linkage to output to linkage to output. In the spring of 1978, 
Jinyu Commune in Guangnhan County was the first in the province to 
practice the fixing of output quotas and tne fixing of work 
quotas by teams in a production responsibility system in i 
figuring of compensation was linked to output. This advanced the 
development of production. During that year, each and every one 
f tne commune's 116 production teams increased output to create 
an alle=time nigh record for increase in grain output. This 
responsibility system, which linked the figuring of compensation 
ror work to final production results, broke through the forbidden 
zone estabdlisned following communalization whereby the contrac- 
ting of production was not permitted, and struck powerful blows 
against tne egalitarian shortcoming of "eating out of a large 
common pot." It marked an important and substantial advance in 
implementation of the principle of distribution according to 
work. Jinyu Commune's efforts evoked an extremely great reaction 
ln rurai villages and in society, and were wholeheartedly wel- 
>omed by tne droad masses of peasants. Following Sichuan Provin- 
cial CPC Committee encouragement and promotion, Jinyu Commune's 
experiences spread rapidly throughout Guangnan County, and grad- 
sally tnrougnout the province as a whole. Today, production teams 
in rural Sichuan that have set up responsibility systems in which 


sompensation is figured on the basis of production account for 
39.2 percent of all production teams in the province.

Second was development from a single form to multiple forms for a 
diversification of responsibility system forms. In the past, 
responsibdility systems were instituted largely in field produc- 
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Lon (i.e., tne growing of crops, and contracting units were 
2Stly seasonal or temporary vocational teams, witn few permanent 
2cational teams.

Jniversal establisnment and constant perfection of diverse forms 
of responsibility systems in individual trades has brougnt about 
new improvements in Cnina's agriculture, and a heartening situ- 
ation sucn aS people would never Nave predicted nas taken place 
in agriculture. Take Dayi County as an example. In this county, 
wnicn 18 located on tne western edge of the western Sicnuan 
Plain, for many years agriculture has developed slowly and com- 
mune members’ lives were hard. In recent years, the county nas 
roceeded from realities and respected tne desires of tne masses. 
ted in a timely fashion to set up and readjust responsibdil- 
ity system forms, putting into effect tne contracting of sole 
responsibility for task completion to individual nousenolds in an 
verwnelming majority of production teams, ana a prosperous and 
thriving situation began to develop in its rural economy. During 
tne past more than 3 years, Dayi County nas nad wind and flood 
jisasters year after year, and following readjustment of crop 
tterns and an increase in the amount of land allocated for 
ivate plots, the amount of cultivated land devoted to grain 


‘rops nas dropped. Nevertneless, grain output continues to in- 


crease year after year. In 1981 the county's grain output totaled 
430 miliiton jin, 81.5 percent more than in 1978, and rice yields 
were more than §00 jin per mu, 103.6 percent greater than in 
1978. Grain output for the county as a wnole averaged 1,086 jin 
per capita 40.85 percent more tnan in 1976. Fairly rapid devel- 
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nent also occurred in forestry, animal nusbandry, and indus- 
rial sideline occupations. In 1982, another bumper wheat crop 
was harvested. Despite an 11 percent decrease in tne area Sown to 
wneat, wheat output increased by more than 2.7 percent over tne 
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previous year. Yields averaged 54 jin per mu, 28.8 percent more 
than during the previous year, and 60 percent more than 1978. In 
1982 rapeseed output totaled more tnan 30.7 million jin, 136.7 


percent more than the previous year. Yield averaged 254 jin per

Contract responsibility systems linked to output are a fine form 
for linking workers with the means of production. At tne begin- 
ning of tnis article 1t was said one of the important common 
demands for diverse forms of production responsibility systems 
linked to output was to permit contractors to use permanently tne 
means of production including the land, mountain forests, and 
grasslands, the contractors assuming a corresponding economic 
responsibility. By so doing, the scope of farming, management and 
administration 1s made clear and a ‘umultuous beehive-like situa- 
tion of great running about overcome in an effective way tnat 
fits in with the level of cadre management and the peasants’ 
ldeological consciousness. At the same time, aS contractors tne 
peasants galn a certain amount of self-determination in the hand- 
ling of tneir affairs through the signing of economic contracts. 
Under guidance of state plan and under the production team system 
of uniform asSignments, they can directly make arrangements for 
production activities, use existing means of production, natural 
resources, and numan labor resources in an effective way, and 
develop production. In places where responsibility systems are 
fairly well developed and economy contracts rather well done, 
witn concurrent concern shown for the interests of the country, 
and tne collective, and individual commune members, the responsi- 
bilities, rights, and benefits of both the collective and con- 
tractors made clear, a close relationship exists between the 
sommune members' material interests and development of collective 
production. Now one can say that commune members are masters of 
tne collective economy, and they are masters of their own desti- 
nies.

Natural reproduction and the economic reproduction process are 
inextricably intertwined, and this is a Striking cnaracteristic 
that distinguisnes agricultural production from industry. Tne 
objects of agricultural production and animal and plant orga- 
nisms. AS a result, agricultural production is influenced botn by 
natural conditions of soil, sunlight, precipitation, and tempera- 
ture, and by limitations of tneir own laws of development and 
reproduction. Agricultural production activities cannot be 
cnanged by man's subjective well, nor can production cycles be 
arbitrarily lengtnened or shortened. Tnese characteristics of 
agricultural production mean that agricultural labor has the 
following distinguishing characteristics: ne 18S clear seasonal- 
ity. Agricultural labors must begin at a certain time and end at 
a certain time. In tne course of production, every progression 
f work and every task must be done strictly in accordance wit 

ne season witn no violation of the farming season or no Skipping 
9f the farming season tnat might adversely affect plant growth 
and development, thereby reducing yields. "Important Skills For 
All tne People” says tne following: "When heaven's time is fol- 
lowed and eartn's fertility known, much Sucess can be gained from 
little labor. But wnen one does as he pleases in contravention of 
the natural way, he will labor without gain." This illustrates 
the extreme importance in agricultural production of full undere 
Standing of tne seasons timely plowing, planting, and work. Second 
13s that farm productS can be obtained only wnen the production 
cycle is over. This is far different from the situation with 
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induStrial products. In agricultural production, the period of 

labor and tne period of production are not the same, and the 
latter 1s mucn longer than the former. In agricultural labor, 
tne laborer's expenditure of labor 1S not tte same as in 
industrial production where at the end of a labor process a 
definite output appears (in manufactures, semi-finisned goods, or 
finisned goods). In agricultural labor, the laborer's expenditure 
of labor is done over an accumulated period of days or months and 
only after the period of production is finished are any products 
formed. In agricultural labor, the labor a laborer expends is 
divided between tne agricultural seasons and the agricultural 
taskKS in tne agriculture labor process that are mutually related 
yet relatively independent, and it is difficult to check indepen- 
dently the quality of individual farm tasks tnat have been done. 
For agricultural production to produce results, it is necessary 

to coordinate plant growth and development with natural 

conditions, and tnis requires strictly that laborers exercise a 
nign degree of care during the entire production process. If they 
do not, it will be difficult to achieve the anticipated goals of 
production. It must be realized as well that in China with its 
large population relative to arable land that increases in agri- 
cultural production must depend primarily on intensive and pain- 
Staking work to improve yields per unit of area, thereby incre- 
Sing total output. Intensive farming also requires, in large 
measure, reliance on the peasants to carry forward the country's 
fine agricultural traditions, a high degree of responsibility, and 
intensive care. Tne form of labor organization and the form in 
whicn compensation is figured in agricultural production must be 
in tune with agricultural production and tne characteristics of 


agricultural labor. 


Former forms of labor organization and forms of figuring 
compensation Simply violated agriculture's characteristics. This 
aas yet anotner important reason for chaos in the management of 
roduction and for the slow development of production. This point 
Jid not attract the the serious attention it deserved. In terms 
2f tne form of labor organization, every job emphasized tne 
entration of labor as though the greater the number of 
ople, the greater the embodiment of tne superiority of 
llectives. Work scope was ill defined and responsibilities not 
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clear. Tne production tools that workers used and the tracts 
tney farmed were not permanent, so it was difficult to be 
responsibdle for tne entire production process. This led to a 
Siutation in wnhicn numerous communes and brigades did not sow 
seeds on time, wrong pesticides were used on bugs, pest control 
was not done at tne right time, etc. In terms of the form of 
figuring compensation, under the several forms of figuring com- 
pensation of tne past, commune members were frequently responsib- 
le only for the tasks they performed on a given day, and tney got 











tne golng number of workpoints for a day's work witn no t 
relationsnip to tne final results of production. In consequenc 
workers did alot of thinking about the day's work and tne number 
of work points they should get for it, but gave little attention 
Oo improving the quality of work, to agricultural production as 
complete process, or to ultimate output. In addition, in many 
laces, rural grassroots cadres were limited in their management 
apabdllities.They did not lay out production activities well, and 
ney assigned laborers or transferred laborers improperly makin 

t even narder to get increased yields from agriculture. 


Contract responsibility systems linked to output fitted in with 
the pecullar requirements of agriculture both in the form of 
labdDor organization and tne form of figuring compensation. Under 
a responsibility system linked to output, no matter whnetner 
contracting to work teams, households, or individual workers, and 
no matter whether contracting fixed output quotas or fixed work 
guotas as a form of distribution, the workers' duties are clear, 
and their individual incomes are closely linked to the results of 
production. This encourages commune membders to show concern for 
tne entire production process, to give attention to improving tne 
Quality of every stage, every sequence, and every tasK in the 
process, to farming intensively and painstakingly, and to trying 
to contribute to realization of increased output and increased 


earnings.

SICHUAN SOI! SURVEY--Remarkable achievements have been made by the vast 
number of cadres and scientific and technological personnel in the province 
in carrying out soil surveys. Of the 205 counties in which soil surveys 
should be carried out, 148 have now done so and 95 have basically fulfilled 
the work. Soil surveys have been carried out over a total of 270 million mu 
land, of which 63 million mu is arable land and 150-odd million m is 
orest, pastoral or barren land.

It nad 
pecome a "nigh yield poor county" with the lowest income in tne 
municipality. Following the Third Plenary Session, this county 
actively developed economic diversification, witn the result tnat 
rural key hnousenholds and specialized households developed from a 
nandful in 1980 to 28,547 by 1982. Among them, key and specia- 
lized nousenolds that raise chickens have provided the country 
with 2.6 million eggs, or 43 percent of all fresh eggs purchased 
trom the county.

Witn the appearance in large numbers of key and specialized 
nousenolds in the municipality's rural villages, an unprecedented 
craze for tne study of science has also occurred among the pea- 
Sants. Some cnicken raising key households have purchased all 
Kinas of technical books on raising chickens, prevention of 
illnesses, and blending of feed. Wang Xianne [3769 2009 0735], a 
commune member in Tuozi Production Brigade, Zhakou Commune in the 
municipality's soutnern suburb, raised 430 hens. In looking after 
tne cnicks, in feeding, and in the prevention of illness, he 
Strictly followed scientific methods for a better than 90 percent 
Survival rate. Egg laying began in early August, and tne egg 
laying rate reacned 70 percent. Raising chickens is niS main 
: 1, but ne makes full use of everything. After fermenting 
tne cnicken dung, ne feeds it to hogs, and tnen uses the hog dung 
to make methane gas. He uses the methane gas to heat water and 
ox. He Spreads the organic and highly fertile compost from tne

‘Summary] On 1 March, the Xizang Regional People's Government issued a 
circular on doing well in grasping agricultural and livestock production in 
spring. 


The circular says: "This year is the first year of implementing the spirit 
of the 12th Party Congress and creating a new situation in all fields of 
socialist modernization. It is also an important year when our region has 
entered the stage of a medium-sized change in 5 years on the basis of 
achieving a small change in 3 years. Doing well in agricultural and livestock 
production this year is of extremely important significance. At present, 
spring farming, lambing and nursing young livestock wiil all begin soon. 
All places must quickly and vigorously whip up an upsurge of spring production 
and do well in agricultural and livestock production. If this battle is 
fought well, it will lay an important foundation for a bumper harvest of 
agriculture and animal husbandry this year." Therefore, the following 
circular has been issued: 


lt is necessary to do well in grasping agricultural and livestock production 
with spring farming and sowing, lambing and nursing young livestock as the 
central work. In agricultural production, we must prepare sufficient good 
seeds, farm manure and chemical fertilizers for spring sowing. We must have 
iwricultural machinery overhauled and repaired. All places must sow seeds in 
a timely manner and strive to complete sowing within the sowing season. In 
high and cold areas, we must take the harm caused by late frost into con- 
sideration. We must also prevent the harm caused by early frost because of 
late sowing. In these areas, we must select and use early-maturing, high- 
Yield and cold-resistant varfety. We must do well in raising draft cattle 
so that they will get fat and sturdy. We can then ensure sufficient draft 
cattle for spring farming. While carrying out spring sowing, we must tend 
winter wheat well. Before and after spring sowing, all places must organize 
labor forces to repair and build water conservation facilities, enlarge 
irrixate’ ‘felds and rational!y make arrangements for use of water. 


In livestock production, we must do well in lambing and nursing young live- 
Stock. We mist also do well in preventing and treating livestock diseases. 








It is essential to make preparations for growing pasture grass. When the 

rainy season comes, we must step up artificially sowing and growing pasture 
grass. Leaders of all counties must grasp artificially growing pasture grass 
as a major task of improving conditions for livestock production. In high 

and cold pastural areas, where grass can be grown, leading comrades must 
conduct experiments in growing pasture grass. In places where such experiments 
are successful, it is imperative to popularize growing pasture grass. 


In spring production, all places must further perfect the production responsi- 
bility system. At present, we must encourage commune members to sign contracts 
for production. It is essential to universally implement the system of con- 
tracting for agricultural and livestock technology in order to promote the 
development of agricultural and livestock production. 


Communications, commercial, material and agricultural machinery departments 
must give priority to transporting and supplying materials used in agriculture, 
without missing the farming season. 
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TIBETAN PEASANTS BUY MACHINES, IMPROVE LAND

‘Text! Lhasa, 15 Feb (XINHUA)--Tibetan herdsmen and peasants are interested 
in buying farmmachines and undertaking land improvement projects, now that 
their life has improved. 


Last vear, the replenished stock of the Shannan Prefectural Farm Machinery 
Company--100 pieces of farm machinery including tractors, walking tractors, 
threshing and husking machines--were sold out in three months. This could 
never have had happened in the past when people were barely able to make ends 
meet. 


Since the end of last year's autumn harvest peasants in Gyangze, Bainang and 
Xigaze counties have built or repaired 24 irrigation ditches totaling 300 
kilometers, which will benefit more than 3,300 hectares, Tibetan autonomous 
regional authorities said. 


In Qonggyai County with a population of 13,000, more than 3,000 people have 
covered 400 hectares of low-yielding fields with rich soil transported from 
elsewhere, while removing rocks and cobbles in an effort to make the land more 
productive. 


In pastoral areas, herdsmen are busy building animal sheds and walls round 
pastures as an initial step to improve animal husbandry. 


Authorities said the enthusiasm of Tibetan peasants and herdsmen for machinery 
and land improvement has resulted under the new policy of encouraging them to 
ichieve prosperity through collective and private labor. The 1982 annual 
income from the collective sector for Tibetan peasants and herdsmen averaged 
220 yuan, 93 yuan more than in 1979, hefore central authorities decided to 
implement the new policy. 


Three years ago, 20 percent of the households in Tibet depended on government 
relief for a living. The figure dropped to three percent last year, accord- 
ing to an earlier news report.

XIZANG FISHING LAKE SURVEY--Lhasa, 3 Mar (XINHUA)--A 7-day survey of the Nam 
Lake in Tibet indicates that fishing in the lake during the 5-month-long 
freezing season alone could produce about 300 tons of fish, according to the 
Aquatic Department of the Tibet Autonomous Region. Tibet, which is rich in 
fish resources but young in experience in the field, reported a record annual 
catch of 337 tons last year. The survey, conducted recently by aquatic work- 
ers from Tibet, and Heilongjiang and Jilin--provinces in China's northeast-- 
was aimed at exploring conditions on the Nam Lake for fishing in freezing 
season. This period is thought to be of primary importance to Tibet, owing 
to inadequate transportation and cold storage facilities in this plateau 
region, the department said. The survey indicates that Nam Lake, which is 
located 4,700 meters above sea level, has a maximum fishing potential of 
14,000 tons a year. Tibet has about 1,500 lakes totalling 23,800 square kilo- 
meters, accounting for about 30 percent of the total lake acreage in China. 
Annual fish resources have been estimated to be 820,000 tons. However, large 
scale fishery was developed only recently, since fish in the past were re- 
garded by Tibetans as "gods," and almost nobody had liked to catch or eat 
them, the department said.

GEOTHERMAL AREA IN XIZANG--Lhasa, 15 Mar (XINHUA)--Chinese geologists have an- 
nounced the discovery of a new geothermal area in Ngari Prefecture, Tibet. 

The Langju geothermal area, 4,540 meters above sea level, lies 30 kilometers 
trom Shiquanhe, the prefectural seat. Dozens of hot springs dot the geo- 
thermal location, encompassing 0.5 square kilometers. The water temperature 
reaches as high as 78 degrees centigrade. The temperature rises 1.2 degrees 
with the digging depth of each meter. The geothermal source now displaces 
6,000 kilocalories per second from the surface, enough to drive a 7,000- 
kilowatt generating unit. The government of the Tibet Autonomous Region has 
decided to build a small geothermal power station there. Tibet is rich in 
geothermal resources, the geologists said. Among the 600 underground “heat 
points,” scientists have surveyed more than 300. The survey indicates the hot 
springs generate 800,000 kilocalories a second, an amount of energy equal to 
that of 30 million tons of standard coal a year. An experimental geothermal 
power station of 7,000 kilowatts--the largest in China--has been set up in 
Yangbajain, ninety kilometers from Lhasa. Using underground heat, people in 
the area also cultivate tomatoes, cucumbers, sweet peppers and other vegetables 
in green houses.

LISTENER'S LETTER ON RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEM ABUSE 
HK120608 Kunming Yunnan Provincial Service in Mandarin 2300 GMT 11 Mar 83 


‘Text] The following is a letter from our listener Yuan Ruiqi. The letter 
says: 


He is a cadre of a research institute in Kunming and often goes to rural areas. 
Recently, he has found that some units undertaking contracted responsibilities, 
in order to boost profit and income, have resorted to various nefarious means 
to harm the interests of the state, the collectives and the consumers. 

1) They have unproperly used decision-making power and raised prices at their 
discretion. For example, there is no price list in Minling Canteen in Shidian 
County and the price of food is increased at any time. A dish costing 30 to 

40 cents in other canteens sells for 70 cents at Minling Canteen, with a high 
net profit reaching 50 percent. But thé new profit rate stipulated by the 
state is only 28-30 percent. 2) They have downgraded the quality of goods, 
thus increasing prices in disguised form. For example, an ice cream shop in 
the Banqiao Supply and Marketing Cooperative in Baoshan County used only 7 or 

8 jin of refined sugar in a total of 1,000 popsicles. But according to 
relevant stipulates, some 12-15 jin of refined sugar sould be used. The amount 
of refined sugar used was reduced by almost one-half. People say that 
popsicles produced by this shop are cold but not sweet. 3) They have reduced 
necessary expenditures and downgraded their service. For example, Baoshan 
Hotel lopsidedly stressed saving water and locked the doors of bathrooms. 

They were open only in the mornings and evenings. As a result, clients 

were inconvenienced. Furthermore, the quilts and bedsheets in this hotel 

were also very dirty and not cleaned according to relevant regulations. 

4) In order to enlarge the percentage of profit for staff and workers and 
diminish the percent of profit retention for enterprises, some units undertak- 
ing contracted responsibilities have reserved no or less funds for the 
installation of enterprises. As a result, bowls, plates, gourd ladles and 
scoops which should be replaced have not been replaced, necessities which 
should be added have not yet been added and walls have not been white washed 

or painted. What is ridiculous is that a Hui Nationality Canteen in Shidian 
County had an insufficient number of bowls and had to borrow some from 

another canteen.

YUNNAN MEETING ON FINANCIAL REFORMS IN COMMUNES

‘Text] The provincial meeting on agricultural management and administration 
for department heads at prefectural and city levels not long ago stressed 
that on the basis of further stabilizing and perfecting the agricultural 
production responsibility system, we must make bold reforms in financial 
management at commune and brigade levels. The meeting held that since the 
universal introduction of the contract responsibility system of linking 
remuneration with production or with work in the countryside, there have been 
overall changes in all the rural work, including management and administra- 
tion. The methods followed in financial management in the past have become 
incompatible with the new patterns that have developed. They must be boldly 
reformed. At present and for some time to come, we must stress paying proper 
attention to the following several reforms: 


First, we must energetically introduce the professional accounting system and 
continuously strengthen effective measures for financial management at com- 
mune and brigade levels. With the brigade as a unit, we can install a bone- 
bone accountant and one or three assistant accountants to form a financial 
management group to take charge of financial affairs in the relevant brigade. 
We can also install a shared accountant for every several production teams, 
who is responsible for their financial and accounting work. In introducing 
the professional accountant system, we must first make proper experiments 

and refrain from following the same fixed pattern in every case. 


Second, we must improve accounting by accountants and statistical accounting. 
We must simplify items of accounting, so that actual items of accountiiig can 
be simple, easy to understand and useful. Those comrades handling financial 
work must act as not only financial and accounting instructors but also 
Statisticians, and strengthen the statistical and accounting work done since 
the introduction of the contract responsibility system of linking remuneration 
with production. At the same time, they must follow the practice of managing 
finances democratically and making financial affairs known to the public, and 
also accept supervision from the masses and higher levels. 


The meeting called on various areas to take the overall implementation and 
improvement of the contract system as an important task for the countryside. 
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At present, we must concentrate on properly handling the work about honoring 
various contracts concluded last year, and relevant calculations. We must 
take good care of the distribution of income realized for the collective eco- 
nomy. On this basis, we must properly sign various economic contracts for 
1983 or for certain years ahead. We must also seek high standards and good 
quality and properly handle the consolidation of the financial affairs of 
communes and brigades. We must achieve the aim of balancing old accounts 

and working on new accounts. We must perfect the system, so that it can give 
the masses satisfaction.

UNNAN MEETING ON FORESTRY--The members of the Yunnan work group of the 
Central Discipline Inspection Commission and members of the Provincial CPC 
Committee and government work groups attended a Yunnan Provincial Conference 
on obligatory tree-planting on 3 February. Members of the Baoshan and Lunan 
work teams of the Provincial CPC Committee and government reported on 
investigation and handling of cases of forest destruction in those two coun- 
ties.

YUNNAN PREFECTURE RICE OUTPUT--The early rice is coming along fine this year 
in Xishuangbanna. Rice has been sown and grown in a total of 64,000 m of 
land by now, an increase of 10 percent compared with the corresponding period 
last year. Due to cold weather from the north last winter and early this 
spring, the production of early rice was severely affected. To overcome 
bicter cold and guarantee the healthy growth of early rice, agricultural 
research institutes at all levels in the autonomous prefecture and seed and 
sapling companies have provided fine seeds to meet the needs of peasants. 

fhe three-level rural network of autonomous prefecture, county and commune 
has also provided technological guidance in scientific sowing and growing. 
Shortly after the early rice was sown in the autonomous prefecture, cold cur- 
rents came once again, damaging many saplings.

natural disasters and protect the saplings. At present, all early rice in 
the autonomous prefecture, except for two counties seriously affected by cold 
currents, are growing very well.

YUNNAN ANIMAL HUSBANDRY--Yunnan increased animal husbandry production last 
year. Total meat output was 390,000 tons, 40,000 tons more than in 1981. 
Procurement quotas for meat, hides, wool, milk and eggs all were overfulfilled. 
A total of 2.69 million porkers were procured, a new record, and 14 percent 
more than in 1981. In addition the province procured 64,000 beef cattle, a 
rise of 13.2 percent, and 310,000 mutton sheep, a rise of 12.8 percent. As a 
result of the production increases, the province imported from other provinces 
54 percent less meat than in 1981. The province also procured 1.64 million 

ox and sheep hides, a rise of 21.6 percent; 2.44 million jin of wool, a rise 
of 7.5 percent; 130,000 jin of rabbit fur, a rise of 33.5 percent; 85,300 dan 
of eggs, a rise of 10.3 percent; and 2.37 million poultry, a rise of 65.9 
percent. Total value of animal husbandry increased by over 100 million 
yuan--more than 10 percent--compared with 1981.

YUNNAN FOOD STRUCTURE--Changes have occurred in the food structure of workers 
and urban residents in Yunnan since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC 
Central Committee. Grain consumption has fallen while that of meat has 
increased. Last year urban residents in the province consumed on average 

25 jin 9 liang of grain a month, a decline of 8.8 percent compared with 1978, 
representing a savings of 34 jin of grain per person per year. According to 
sample surveys, many households have 100 jin of surplus grain and some have 
200 jin. Last year average monthly consumption of pork per urban resident, 
including that used in cakes and so on, was 2.54 kg, a rise of 9.3 percent 
compared with 1978. State-owned commercial units alone sold a record 151,000 
tons of pork during the year, 12,000 tons more than in 1981. [Kunming

YUNNAN AGRICULTURAL ZONING WORK--In Yunnan 128 counties, cities and districts 
have launched agricultural zoning work. Carrying out investigation of agri- 
cultural resources and agricultural zoning at county-level plays a positive 
role in formulating agricultural plans, readjusting the agricultural structure 
and setup, and developing production in an all-round way. As a result of 
agricultural zoning, Baoshan County has been divided into four categories of 
land: Low, hot river valleys; temperate valleys; ordinary mountain areas; 

and high, cold mountain areas. The county has set up various commodity bases 
in light of local conditions and provided appropriate guidance. The county 
has reaped all-round bumper harvests in agriculture, forestry, animal husbandry, 
sideline occupations and fisheries in the past few years. After investigating 
crop variety resources, Simao Prefecture defined 490 varieties suitable for 
dry land and discovered many high-yielding varieties, thus finding ways to 
solve grain production problems in the mountain areas.
